John 
Greenleaf Whittier bore both his family names the evidence 
that his ancestors had been among the early settlers New 
England; and true that was also descended from 
daughter Christopher Hussey, then was likewise the 
posterity that sturdy old colonizer Rev. Stephen Bachiler, 
born four years earlier than Shakespeare, and dying, 
nearly hundred years old, the domination his associate 
religion, Oliver Cromwell, and his son Richard. This 
clergyman, dispossessed his parish western England, 
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the suggestion Bishop Laud, wandered for time about 
England and Holland, and, after doing his part establish 
religious colony Portland Maine, and Yarmouth the 
Pilgrim Colony, did found and partly organize the ancient 
town Hampton New Hampshire, which his son-in-law 
Christopher Hussey, and his three grandsons the Sanborn 
name, followed him 1638 soon after. The house 
Hampton Falls, New Hampshire, which Whittier died 
stands part the large estate Christopher Hussey, 
and the house occupied that patriarch New Hampshire 
was not far off. Hussey also owned land Haverhill, al- 
though not supposed have lived here for any long 
time. 1653, Thomas Whittier, the poet’s paternal ancestor, 
joined with Hussey, Edward Gove, and the three Sanborn 
brothers petitioning the Boston magistracy favor 
Major Pike Salisbury, who had spoken too freely against 
the Boston tyranny suppressing Joseph Peasley, another 
ancestor Whittier, who felt call exhort meeting, and 
afterward became Quaker. Hussey was then dwelling 
Hampton Falls, and was one the few petitioners who re- 
fused withdraw their signatures, when bidden the 
Boston Thomas Whittier, and two an- 
cestors, John Sanborn and Edward Gove, also refused, and 
were fined for their contumacy. the next generation most 
the Husseys, Goves, and Whittiers were Quakers; for 
16%5 George Fox had visited New England, the Boston and 
Dover Puritans had whipped and hanged Quaker women,— 
the graceless physicians Dr. Barefoot and Dr. Greenland, 
aided Major Pike, now high magistrate, had rescued the 
whipped women from the scourge Major Waldron,—and 
the natural result fervent preaching and bloody persecution 
had taken place. Thus was Quakerism, itself demonstration 
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for radical reforms church and state, handed down through 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries our Poet, born 
the first decade the nineteenth century, and living literary 
activity almost the twentieth, for died late 1892. 

Nor did this descendant the martyred Quakers fail re- 
member their persecutions, and visit poetic justice upon 
the persecutors and their successors the business bigotry 
and intolerant sectarians and natural Tories 
New England. The Quakers, all through the latter part 
the eighteenth century and the first half the nineteenth, 
had combined good citizenship and scrupulous obedience 
decent laws, with firm and demonstrative refusal 
sanction negro slavery. But the so-called conservative 
classes—the clergy, the leading lawyers, the great merchants, 
and the politicians generally (with few exceptions after 1820, 
and until defenders apologists for that blot 
our Republic Liberty. Consequently, the Man, 
Whittier, imbued with the ancestral spirit opposition 
legalized tyranny, and fully possessed the democracy 
religion (which Quakerism is), first drew public attention 
one the antislavery convention Philadelphia 1833, 
the age twenty-five. was already known poet 
his small circle, and indeed had then written more verses 
number, and more pages what passed for poetry, than Gray 
Emerson wrote during their whole lives. But the general 
public hardly took note these verses, which were eagerly 
read his young contemporaries, and widely copied from 
the newspapers his friends Garrison and Thayer, from 
his own political newspapers, Boston and Hartford. 
these newspapers advocated protective tariff (as Garrison 
had done for time) and the election Henry Clay presi- 
dent. His politics rather than his poetry interested the active 
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men his youth; but the question slavery, which was 
supersede all others our politics, had not, till after 1830, 
taken strong hold the people the North. But even 
his youthful verses, now forgotten, served him exercises 
poetic composition, and his journalism trained him be, 
politician; the years his literary and ethical apprentice- 
ship, from 1826 1833, slowly and almost unconsciously 
prepared him for the devotion all the rest his life the 
great measures reform, whether his own land else- 
where. His father, the Quaker farmer the East Parish, 
was Jeffersonian democrat, like Clay, Calhoun, and, his 
own independent way, John Quincy Adams; and though the 
young journalist joined for time the party which Clay 
was the leader, and which soon called itself Whig,” 
fact adhered rather strictly the Jeffersonian principles. 
Ain evidence this his striking poem Democracy,” 
written 1841, and making allusion his father’s political 
affiliations. quote from the earlier form these verses, 
which seems better than the revision which the fastidious 
author made many years later. 


fairest born love and light, 

Yet bending brow and eye severe 
all that harms the holy sight, 

wounds the pure and perfect ear! 
Beautiful yet thy temples rise, 

Though there profaning gifts are thrown; 
And fires, unkindled the skies, 

Are glaring round thy altar-stone. 


ideal boyhood’s time! 
The faith which father stood, 
Even when the sons Lust and Crime 
Had stained thy peaceful courts with blood. 
Beneath thy broad, impartial eye 
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How fade the lines caste and birth! 
How equal their suffering lie 
The groaning multitudes earth!” 


Out these principles, from which the Quaker poet never 
departed, was developed, strange metamorphosis, the 
actual party Whittier’s early manhood under 
against which the youthful politician soon revolted, 
first under the lead Henry Clay, himself nominally 
Democrat.

But never knew that 
gave evidence being Christian.” was otherwise with 
Whittier, who from the first was brought Christian, 
though much disregard that form conventional 
Christianity which attached importance the office the 
parish priest minister. Nor was he, first, very much 
addicted the conventional religious literature, even his 
own small sect. was the age Scott, Moore, and Byron, 
following the age Robert Burns, who seems have been 
Whittier’s first favorite among poets. From none these 
popular poets could have imbibed much reverence for the 
titled clergy while, from the history and traditions his own 
people, was sure regard them spiritual tyrants and 
bloody persecutors. Hence, one his first sallies against 
the Massachusetts clerisy, recurred the Puritan ministers 
who had violently tiraded against his ancestors, the Peas- 
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leys and Husseys. his scathing rebuke the Congrega- 
tional clergy 1837 cried, sarcastically 


glorious days! when Church and State 
Were wedded your spiritual fathers; 
And submissive shoulders sate 
Your Wilsons and your Cotton Mathers! 
vile then could mar 
The beauty your tranquil Zion, 
But his peril,—of the scar 
hangman’s whip and branding iron. 
Old Hampton, had her fields tongue,— 
And Salem’s streets,—could tell their story 
fainting women dragged along, 
Gashed the whip accursed and gory.” 


Whittier had learned thoroughly that dismal tale the 
three Quaker women, Anna Coleman, Mary Tompkins, and 
Alice ‘Ambrose, whom the old tyrant Dover, Richard 
Waldron, had 1662 ordered flogged the cart’s tail 
from the Pascataqua River Narragansett Bay, but who 
were released the bold Major Pike Salisbury, the 
instance Walter Barefoot, Dover, and Henry Green- 
land, then Newbury. These two doctors would have been 
excellent subjects for second those quiet novels which 
Smith’s Journal” was the first. Only their ad- 
ventures would have been more boisterous than those the 
gentle Margaret and her cousin Rebecca Rawson. Whittier 
was both poet and historian, Scott was; and, had not 
made himself quite early the poet the Minority, might 
have risen more distinction historical poet. is, 
has contributed more the ballad lore New England 
than all the other and this part his work will perhaps 
outlast that which first regarded more important,— 
his antislavery and reformatory verse. the latter seemed 
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present singular contrast between his Quaker and non- 
resistant principles and his belligerent words. This contrast 
attracted the laughing notice Lowell, his Fable for 
who made his spokesman, Apollo, cry out 


that,’ one exclaims beholding his knocks, 
‘Thy son’s bloody garment, leather-clad Fox? 
Can that thy son, the battle’s mid din, 
Preaching brotherly love,—and then driving 
the brain the tough old Goliath sin 
With the smoothest pebbles from Castaly’s Spring, 
Impressed his hard moral sense with sling?” 


Whittier was pleased this recognition the fighter under 
the drab coat; and have seen letter his Lowell com- 
plimenting the almost anonymous poet his success the 

right side; but the greatest poets the world’s history have 
held that position. could know all the facts about the 
men who wrote the epics ascribed Homer, would 
probably true them; and certainly was true 
and Sophocles among the Greek dramatists; 
Lucretius Rome; Dante Florence; Milton England; 
Burns Scotland; Wordsworth, Shelley, and Keats Eng- 
land; and our day has been true Browning there, and 
Emerson here. This may said, however, the better 
poets the Minority,—that they represent, they usually 
do, the higher national aspiration, the day comes, even their 
lifetime, when the majority rally their side, and they are for 
while, least, the voice their nation. Dante never 
reached that fortunate day, but Milton did, and Wordsworth 
more slowly attained that position. So, this country, did 
the poets democracy and antislavery; and the popularity 
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which from the first attended the fortunate Longfellow over- 
took Bryant and Lowell and Whittier the national crisis 
the Civil War. 

does poet the right sort harm mobbed 
few times. Whittier was mobbed repeatedly early 
and twice was the serene Emerson mobbed,—at Cam- 
bridge 1851, and the Tremont Temple Boston the 
winter 1860-61. neither case was his life 
But when Whittier and George Thompson were mobbed, 
was question serious bodily harm, even death, the 
hands the furious ruffians who were impelled those per- 
sistent American anarchists, the men large wealth and 
commercial greed, who know that their riches have been 
immorally gained. Such were the slave-masters 
mercantile friends the North, who sought Garrison’s life 
1835, killed Lovejoy 183%, burned the antislavery hall 
Philadelphia May, 1838, and for more than twenty years 
longer continued display their sneaking form anarchy 
all the chief cities the North. The last this may have 
been the draft riots Boston and New York 1863; but 
that time, and for year two before, the mob spirit 
turned against the defenders slavery, and more than once 
compelled them hang out the flag their country, the 
Stars and Stripes; which, from the disgrace protecting 
slave-auctions and floating over conquests made extend 
negro slavery (as the Mexican War), had suddenly, 
1861, become the flag freedom once more. Through all 
this dismal period national infamy, Whittier and the small 
band emancipationists stood firmly for the rights man, 
the cause the poor. But hardly think Whittier was in- 
volved any dangerous mob after 1845; withdrew from 
that physical activity the cause which had displayed for 
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dozen years after 1832, left Haverhill for the quieter re- 
tirement Amesbury, and did his work, either with the pen, 
prose and verse, through his rare sagacity, advice 
political associates, those whom wished make such. 
had undertaken edit newspapers Hartford, Phila- 
delphia, and finally Lowell, where 1844 took charge 
journal devoted political antislavery, the Middlesex 
Standard, and wrote for not only political articles, but

“It impossible for accept the Congressional nomination 
you propose, because not feel myself qualified for the duties 
office, and because not belong the Liberty Party. 
Though strong anti-slavery man, not member any society, 
and fight under single banner. all times shall rejoice the 
progress true liberty, and freedom from slavery all kinds; 
but cannot for moment think entering the political arena. 
Partisan warfare becomes too violent, too vindictive for taste.” 


This was not meant reproof Whittier, but indi- 
cated what was then common view among educated men. 
Sumner himself was then averse politics, like his intimate 
friend Longfellow, and “could not for moment think 
entering the political arena.” also declined congressional 
nomination, two years later, against Robert Winthrop, and 
allowed his intimate friend Dr. Howe lose credit and in- 
fluence standing for Congress his place. few years 
later Sumner was forced become politician, upon his 
election the Senate. Indeed, Longfellow’s brother-professor 
Harvard College Dr. Palfrey was nominated and chosen 
Congress from this same Middlesex District; and was 
support his reélection that Emerson made the speech 
1851 which procured for him storm hisses the Cam- 
bridge public meeting. Whittier never had scruples this 
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kind against engaging politics. early years 
activity had desired nomination Congress: had 
been chosen the State Legislature, had served there, and 
was ready all times take his part, with his 
citizens, the duties and discomforts self-government, 
Nothing was farther from his thoughts than anarchy; 
was one the multitude himself, and depended seeing the 
function government duly performed his province, what- 
ever that province might be. thought ill his country’s 
Constitution, knew how could improved, and set 
work make things better. was never believer 
the non-voting hypothesis government, and separated 
from Garrison and the extreme abolitionists that issue, 
among others. Like most the Quakers, however, did 
not believe war; and made the mistake supposing, 
late 1859, that slavery could peacefully abolished. 
Things had got beyond that even 1847, when Whittier 
became one the chief editorial writers for Dr. Bailey’s 
National Era, the antislavery weekly established Washing- 
ton, after the cause Liberty began have bold defenders 
the House and Senate the national capital. One the 
first these, point time, was the aged Ex-president 
John Quincy Adams, whose great political prudence had 
kept him from acting against slavery while president, and

Once could have been, had 
Washington and Jefferson, the closing decade the 
eighteenth century, followed the lead Franklin, wisest man 
his century, who pressed actively for emancipation, did 
the real leaders the French Revolution, and the English 
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liberals. Both those great Virginians knew that Franklin 
was right; both were abolitionists; and Jefferson, who suc. 
ceeded Franklin the disorganized Court the French 
monarchy, printed Paris, 1785, those words 
description which have been often quoted

Why, then, did not Washington and Jefferson, with their 
high-toned neighbor Colonel George Mason, act upon the con- 
siderations forcibly stated? Because, fancy, the political 
problems their time were pressing that they felt 
duty hold the nation together, against the soured enmity 
England, long coveting her revolted Colonies, and the wild 
ambition Napoleon, which fluctuated between establishing 
American empire based negro slavery, and giving 
the French possessions strengthen our Republic 
against England, which was his real motive 
Louisiana Jefferson. And our nation was held together, 
spite the angry disunion sentiment the New England 
Federalists 1804, ready join with Aaron Burr over- 
throwing the against the tendency 
separation the part the Mississippi Valley States, 
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few years when Burr hoped, their aid, establish 
for himself vast slaveholding empire Louisiana, Texas, 
and Mexico. Thwarted this the sagacity Jefferson 
and the honesty Andrew Jackson, Burr betook himself 
Europe, and there for years sought betray his country 
either England Napoleon, either should offer him 
the highest personal bribe. have seen letter from Wash- 
ington New Hampshire member Congress, John 
Adams Harper, 1813, his party leader, the Democratic 
Governor New Hampshire, William Plumer, which 
reported offer made Napoleon, then beginning 
straits after his failure Russia, that would join with 
England dividing the troublesome American States the 
Potomac,—Great Britain take New England and the 
Northern half; and France, Virginia, Louisiana, and the 
Southern half. This offer, ever made, may have been 
one those schemes chasing each other through the restless 
mind the French despot; but would not have been un- 
acceptable some the New England Federalists, who 
were quite ready, from 1812 the victory Jackson New 
Orleans, welcome alliance with England, not absolute 
dependence the still reigning George III. 

However this may be, the necessity holding our young 
Republic together forbade efforts abolish slavery peace- 
ful and 1830 had strengthened itself, 
with the aid King Cotton, that the South became insolent, 
and refused even consider its abolition. From that time 
forward, its destruction force was the only solution the 
problem, unless the North should willing see slavery 
made national, instead decreasingly sectional. For this 
bad purpose the annexation Texas was carried; and the 
Mexican War was waged; and after 1848 the question, 
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practical one, was longer emancipation, but how stop 
slavery extension and the reopening the slave-trade. Upon 
that basis the Liberty party, which Whittier was one 
the chief founders, was merged the Free-soil party 
1848, supporting Van Buren for the presidency against the 
Southern Whig General Taylor, and soon carrying Massa- 
chusetts alliance with the Jeffersonian democrats, 
headed Boutwell and Rantoul. The disgust Massa- 
chusetts Webster’s Fugitive-slave Law, and his seventh 
March speech, 1850, gave the election that November 
into the hands the coalition, and Whittier was then called 
upon use his matchless powers political combination and 
persuasion, secure the election the Senate his friend 
Charles Sumner. was who induced Sumner the 
candidate the coalition, the early winter 1850-51; 
and, although one point advised Sumner withdraw, 
order rebuke the bad faith certain 
among them his old friend Caleb Cushing,—yet the candidate 
stayed the field, and was elected, late April, single 
vote. This was the beginning Sumner’s great service his 
native State, which continued till his death 1874,—the 
most faithful servant and wisest statesman Massachusetts has 
had for century. When was maliciously censured 
partisan legislature, for one the best acts his life, 
Whittier was unwearied getting the stigma removed.

Nor was there ever poet who better understood 
the conditions and sentiments labor New England; and 
his Labor,” their merits and defects, went very 
close the mark. had been laborer himself, and from 
first last sympathized with the upright industry and 
thrift New England. 

His familiarity with all that went compose the idyll 
rural life New England,—the toil, the prayer, the nooning 
Summer, the snow-bound days Winter, the grace

Few now survive who remember, 
our own observation, all that relates; but there is, 
packed away, like honey the hive, the fascinating story 
“Snow-Bound.” sounds little strained apply the 
word any one Whittier’s poems; but this one

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This also was Whittier’s turn mind, after had outgrown 
the vehemence his early onslaughts against classes and 
persons is, indeed, the principle the higher Quakerism. 

Brown was wiser than Whittier, when said the last 
day his Virginia prison-cell, now quite certain that 
the crimes this guilty land will never purged away but 
with blood. had, now think, vainly, flattered myself 
that without very much bloodshed might done.” Six 
years had pass, and the winter snow five times trampled 
with the red clay Virginia, before either Love Hate 
could open the door Richmond.

EXPOSITION MATTHEW 13-15.

“It must not dissembled that there are many real difficulties 
the Christian Scriptures; whilst, the same time, more, 
and greater, may justly imputed certain maxims 
tion, which have obtained authority without reason, and are received 
without (from sermon Peter 15-16). 

profound conviction that, notwithstanding the 
lavish use which has been made this passage Scripture, 
theological controversy and otherwise, the Word God 
can yet shed light upon it, undertake the gathering to- 
gether the rays that light, order that, when brought 
proper focus, they may illuminate this text with the mind 
the Spirit God, and dispel the mists and darkness 
vagueness and preconceived opinion which have heretofore 
clouded its interpretation. may run the risk being 
thought presumptuous, but will, nevertheless, venture the 
assertion that other passage Scripture, considering the 
immense frequency with which has been cited from the 
fathers the present time, has received such cursory and 
arbitrary treatment has this one.

here, briefly described, one our Lord’s miracles healing. 
Whatever blessing Jesus conveyed the little children was 
the fact that cured physical disease with which they 
were suffering. Not all the miracles worked our 
blessed Lord whilst earth are recorded Scripture (John 
xxi. 25); and many those recorded are given special 
mention, details being omitted. The present instance one 
those miracles healing where the details are omitted. 
Merely for example, and show how numerous his works 
healing undoubtedly were, and also show the brevity 
the account some them, here quote Luke iv. 40: 
“Now, when the sun was setting, all they that had any sick 
with divers diseases brought them unto him; and laid his 
hands every one them, and healed them.” the same 
effect Matt. xii. 15, which says: And great multitudes 
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followed him, and healed them and Matt. con-

two from the passage last quoted, although the

view the fact that multitudes were cured our 
Lord, the three instances cited, and detailed 
account thereof preserved the inspired penmen, there not 
priori improbability the view here that 
miracle healing briefly and sketchily narrated 
passage are considering. sufficient reason for 
pressing the details the miracle, and pressing teach 
the lesson which, learn from the accounts Mark and 
Luke, our Saviour drew from the incident (that humility), 
found the fact that enough miracles are related de- 
tail, whilst the moral lessons, both before and 
event, are plainer our minds because not interrupted 
diversion stating the details this miracle.

Mark 22-23, read 
that Jairus came him, “and besought him greatly, saying, 
little daughter lieth the point death; pray thee, 
come and lay thy hands her, that she may healed, and 
she shall Mark vii. 32-33 says: And they bring unto 
him one that was deaf, and had impediment his speech; 
and they beseech him put his hand upon him. And took 
him aside from the multitude, and put his fingers into his ears, 
and spit and touched his tongue.” Mark viii. 
which gives the third instance, besides the one the 
passage the subject this exposition, where the people 
brought the afflicted that might touch them, instead 
saying “that might cure them,” tells that came 
Bethsaida; “and they bring blind man unto him, and 
besought him touch him.

With unanimity which 
would beautiful, were its foundation scriptural, Lightfoot, 
Calmet, Clarke, Scott, Porteus, Edwards, Newman, Jacobus, 
Andrews, Farrar, Geikie, Ewald, Strauss, Keim, and others 
too numerous name, from the most diverse, and even 
opposite, schools Christian and unchristian doctrine, all 
assume the existence such custom that time. With 
almost equal unanimity, these commentators seem have 
thought superfluous prove its existence, whilst Whitby 
against the existence such custom, saying that, 
such custom had then obtained, the disciples would have 
known it, and would not have rebuked them. Geikie, 
true, gives irrelevant quotation from the Talmud? 
endeavor, which few seem have thought necessary 
make, substantiate his assertion; but examination 
all the facts will show that that quotation has relation what- 
ever the incident under discussion.

pronouncing his blessing? (It should noted, also, that, 
inasmuch Jacob was his bed, according verse 
the lads’ heads were, this instance, just about the 
height where his feeble hands would naturally come 
stretched out the most natural and comfortable position.)

28), here tells little children that the 
same gracious invitation holds good for them. Neither years 
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nor righteousness are requisite for coming unto him; all, 
whether old young, rich poor, learned unlearned, 
are possessed the one qualification which enables them 
know that this invitation addressed them. They all are 
sinners. the Saviour says all mankind, toiling the 
slavery sin, “Come unto me, all that labor and are 
heavy laden, and will give you rest,” etc., and under- 
stand that invitation (as must) that invites all men 
believe him, and (Rom. 1), being justified faith, 
have peace with God” what shall understand 
when the Saviour speaks little children, saying: Suffer 
little children, and forbid them not, come unto etc.?

the other, those who had shown that spirit which would 
prevent the little ones’ believing him, were expressly in- 
structed suffer them come unto him.

THE RISE THE TOLERATION MOVEMENT.

Down opening the seventeenth century, religious 
intolerance was the order the day. The human mind was 
held fast under the thrall the spiritual power, and confined 
narrow channel abandon which was perilous the 
extreme. With sword and fagot the church maintained its 
divine authority; but, thus appealing human 
weapons, entirely ignored the human side the question. 
However, this spiritual intolerance was not the exclusive 
possession medieval ecclesiasticism. The maternal hierarchy 
had well instructed its offspring the use weapons which 
they, their turn, were not slow wield upholding the 
authority their own doctrines. And, even when trans- 
planted new soil, whither they had sailed escape perse- 
cution for maintaining offensive dogmas home, and 
obtain, that distant wild, “freedom worship God” 
according their own interpretation it, these very 
sectaries, despite their former sufferings for their religious 
belief, there failed learn the lesson toleration. When 
the charge persecution,” observes Guizot, was applied 
the ruling party the Reformation, not its enemies, but 
its own offspring; when the sects, denounced that party, 
said, ‘We are doing just what you did; separate our- 
selves from you, just you separated yourselves from the 
Church Rome’; this ruling party was still more loss 
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answer; and frequently the only answer they had 
give was increase severity.” The very liberty 
conscience which they had demanded for themselves, did they, 
when their opportunity came, deny all who should differ 
from them. The reconciliation the different religious 
sectaries belonged period the dim future. 

But the Reformation was not altogether religious move- 
ment, marked great and far-reaching crisis human 
thought. constituted the first successful attempt throw 
off the shackles whereby the human mind might regain its 
freedom. The first step made towards the accomplishment 
this result was the overthrow that spiritual power that 
had for centuries sat like incubus humanity and pre- 
cluded all hope material prosperity. Though this spiritual 
freedom was means complete, yet the first step had been 
taken; break had been made from the old order 
Conditions and environment, the character the ruler and 
the ruled, have all, greater and less degree, delayed the 
total emancipation the mind. But the mind was least 
awakened just sense its needs both religious and 
temporal matters. There was now going backward; the 
old order things would never return. That was, certainly, 
some consolation. 

Now, this Reformation was accomplished under 
religious garb, religion was given new importance and 
new direction all the relations life. the one hand, 
secular governments began take Christianity under their 
special protection, while their respective rulers endeavored 
become veritable popes their methods securing uniformity 
belief. the other side, the variety religious doctrines, 
which the emancipation the human mind had naturally 
given rise, found expression multiplicity sects that 
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denied each other the same privilege dissent, which they 
had demanded for themselves, and backed their arguments, 
when they had the power, appealing the temporal sword, 
slashing right and left imitation their former task- 
masters. The only religious liberty thus far enunciated was 
the liberty using their newly acquired power coercing 
all those who disagreed with them,—the right the strongest. 
However, those who could thus force their doctrines upon 
others without their consent could make merit die 
well fight for their cause. Thus the various sectaries 
can point numerous martyrs who suffered maintaining 
and repressing religious freedom alike. But sad re- 
flection those distressful times, note those infatuated 
religionists, the very moment their recovery spiritual 
liberty, flying arms and cutting one another’s throats for 
other reason than for some slight difference opinion 
non-essentials, some point rubric ceremony! 

France and the Netherlands religious toleration was 
secured only through the mutual concessions opposing 
factions. Political reasons, much the sheer exhaustion 
the contending parties, hastened that event. 
Christian spirit had nothing whatever with the change 
attitude. 

Holland the struggle between Romanism and Protestant- 
ism lasted until the power Spain, the mere tool Rome, 
had been totally shattered. The deadly blow which Spain 
had intended inflict upon Protestant 
bounded herself and paralyzed all her energies, from which 
blow she has never recovered. Yet Holland presents 
unique example the history the Toleration movement. 
From the year 1575 on, the persecuted religionists every 
shade and every nationality found 
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borage where each might exercise peculiar belief with 
impunity. Thousands fugitives from England alone, 
counting many Roman Catholics among them, obtained here 
toleration they could not find home. But must 
that these very exiles would have abetted per- 
secution the other religious sectaries their country. 
whenever their own party should the ascendant; and 
they did when the coast was clear enough return home 
and with their co-religionists. 

Turning back France for moment, find that tolera- 
tion was purely political measure the part Henry 
secure the peace the realm, not from any conscientious 
motives his part. The Huguenots this time formed 
France party more powerful than the Romish, were 
able obtain toleration the point the sword long 
they had the power. But, the revocation the Edict 
Nantes, the Romish party was once more the ascendant, 
which time thousands persecuted Huguenots were driven 
from France, and settled America, chiefly the English 
colonies. 

Passing England, shall note there, for 
nearly two centuries, the same unremitting attempts 
secure uniformity matters religion coercion, which 
was met less corresponding nonconformity the 
part the persecuted, and rendered the struggle between the 
different factions one most intense bitterness. considera- 
tion the causes which led the full establishment re- 
ligious toleration England and her American. colonies 
will explain small arena the rise the toleration move- 
ment. The chief factors accomplishing this event are. 
found the conflict the various 
parties into which the advocates the several religious 
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sectaries were divided during what known the reforma- 
tive period. Therefore, consider the rise and develop- 
ment these parties the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies, shall the better enabled trace the toleration 
movement both England and our own country. 

the many political parties which arose during this 
period, five attained more less prominence different 
times, and were active shaping public opinion regard 
the toleration religion. The minor parties exerted but 
little influence, else constituted smaller subdivisions 
the more powerful factions, and, hence, not require any 
special mention. The five parties under consideration were 
‘follow 

The Popish, the old conservative in- 
tolerant spirit against which England was first protest, 
and which for hundred and fifty years was constant 
menace English liberties and English reform. consti- 
tuted the party intrigue, was ever ready accept any 
change the political horizon, provided such change af- 
forded advantage the principles advocated, and was, 
speak, the denational party, prepared any time 
overturn the existing condition things secure its 
ends; and, for this purpose, would endeavor conciliate 
its enemies when out power, and betray them again 
when once more taken into favor. Thus this party was ever 
the side power, especially when that power should sub- 
serve its interests. 

II. Anglicanism constituted the second powerful party. 
was protest, the first, against all foreign interference with 
English declaration that sovereign 
possessed the indisputable right rule his subjects according 
the law the land, whether temporal religious 
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concerns affirmation the supremacy the state all 
things against individual rights foreign This, 
turn, became the conservative party, and was intolerant 
the course time had ever been the old Romish party, 
Hence, the same animadversions which were once directed 
against the Papal became equally applicable length the 
Anglican party. 

III. The Puritans proper, who formed the great bulk 
the Puritan party, apart from their desire religious reform, 
adopted less arbitrary methods than the other two parties 
weaken the royal supremacy, following the example the 
Anglicans their struggle with the papal hierarchy. 
its political capacity this party represented 
ism, the first the kind find expression English 
soil. exhibited its political side more definitely, 
church and state legislated assembly,—the first ruled 
synods and the second parliament. But departed 
somewhat from pure democracy the fact that advo- 
cated that both synod and parliament should placed under 
the control spiritual, ecclesiastical, oligarchy instead 
giving obedience single head. But had intention, 


tolerating any religious belief which 


accord with its own form. The Puritan party 
therefore, use language strong enough express its hatred 
“lawless toleration.” Nevertheless, denominated itself 
the party reform. 

IV. The Erastians made vigorous protest against the 
dawning tendency republicanism exhibited the Pres- 
byterians, who constituted the right wing the Puritan 
party, and this irrespective its religious aspect. The 
Erastian party declared itself favor absolute monarch 
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civil affairs, being preferable tyrannical oligarchy. 
matters religion, however, favored perfect toleration 
and often sided with the Independents. 

The Independent party, the last under consideration, 
was distinctively liberal party. this party may first note 
the glimmerings true democratic principles both church 
and right, then and there first enunciated, any 
political body, for any number persons form themselves 
into whatever religious assembly they might desire; and that 
every such congregation should constitute true church 
organization, governed its own members by-laws 
without any let hindrance from the civil magistrate. This 
party was the first proclaim the great principle 
ligious liberty the inherent right man, and that, long 
the civil peace not disturbed, such liberty should not 
curtailed. This enunciation self-government ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs was afterwards reflected the civil polity, and had 
its best fruitage the New World. 

The struggle for ascendancy between these several parties 
was productive not only English constitutional government, 
but the gradual separation church and state and the 
recognition religious freedom, the last two finding their 
earliest and fullest expression the English colonies North 
America, and now forming part the Constitution the 
United States. 


With this brief introduction, the reader will the better 
prepared enter more large upon the discussion this 
interesting subject, and note the rdle played each party 
bringing about the very result which the great bulk 
these sectaries did all their power prevent. 
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When Thomas Aquinas, the ecclesiastical casuist the 
thirteenth century, formulated the doctrine papal 
acy, which was stereotyped the sixteenth the Council 
Trent, and gave the Pope Rome supreme control both 
spiritual and temporal concerns alike, position was assumed 
the Church Rome that clearly evinced its relations with 
Protestantism from the policy from which 
church has never once swerved a-hair’s breadth. the sub- 
sequent conflict between Protestantism and Romanism, 
struggle which ended the total freedom the human mind 
from ecclesiastical arrogance, may traced the germs 
that antagonism the Roman Church wherever ‘has estab- 
lished viewing the Romish party, must 
regard not much from ethical standpoint, the 
light stupendous political system, such the world 
never before knew. When Henry VIII. England, 
arbitrary act, threw off his allegiance the Papal See and 
established church more subservient his English 
interests and placed under his direct supervision, was the 
first blow struck for religious freedom, whatever other 
light may considered. This act was the first step made 
towards religious toleration, and gave rise, after time, 
the colonization America. 

the three parties which now held the balance power, 
the Roman Catholics were means the weakest, not

power the Romish party under Mary. But that 
time its excesses not only made her name one the most 
infamous history, but, their carrying out the full the 
principles enunciated the Council Trent, proved their 
utter incapacity govern and their total unworthiness 
public confidence. 

The Puritans this time were small minority; but 
they were the staunch upholders the English Constitution, 
whatever might have been their disagreement religious 
concernments. The general reluctance the Papal party 
swear allegiance the temporal sovereign, and, time went 
on, their refusal subscribe any measure which might con- 
flict with the Pope’s claim temporal well spiritual 
supremacy, kept this party, especially the Jesuitical wing, 
and the country large, constantly hot water, and drew 
thereby upon the party most the persecution and proscrip- 
tion which all the Roman Catholics were subjected. The 
Puritans did not offend the same vein. 

The evils under which the Papal party England labored 
during the reigns Elizabeth, James I., and Charles 
not entirely undeserved, are evident enough. But was 
during the stormy reign Elizabeth that the Roman Catholics 
were compelled endure more than ordinary hardships. The 
position the Queen was peculiar. ‘At that time all the 
popish powers, headed Spain, were leagued together 
make grand and final effort blot Protestantism out ex- 
istence. The Netherlands were invaded; Elizabeth ex- 
communicated and deposed the Pope; her subjects 
absolved from their allegiance her, and threatened, their 
turn, with excommunication case their disobedience 


the Papal Bull. short, the Queen’s life was placed con-

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stant jeopardy from popish plots, which culminated the 
“Invincible Armada,” despatched Spain for the conquest 
England and the redemption lost souls. Under such 
trying circumstances the penal code enacted against all 
Roman Catholics who refused take the oath allegiance 
(hence termed recusants) was more rigidly 
this law was made equivalent treason for Romish 
say mass: even those who should take part its celebra- 
tion were liable like penalties. Imprisonments and fines 
for recusancy were now constant occurrence the slight- 
est pretext. And, though the escape recusants was fre- 
quently connived at, the Roman Catholics did not dare 
complain any these rigorous measures. 

Another severe law, passed against recusants this time, 
was the effect that all persons who should absent them- 
selves from the service the Anglican, established, 
Church, unless they should hear the Protestant service 
their own homes, were fined twenty pounds month, 
their property admitted such sum; otherwise they for- 
feited two-thirds their lands until such time they should 
conform. who had lands levy had their 
personal property attached (1581). such treatment 
was, was made still more severe the abuses con- 
stables and pursuivants whose business was make search 
for Romish priests who had taken refuge the families the 
Roman Catholic gentry. Under the pretense looking for 
concealed priests, these officials were wont destroy the 
most wanton manner the furniture the houses which they 
searched, else carry away with them much valuable 
property. The sufferers from such treatment had redress 
whatever, there were but few Romanists who had not given 
the law some hold them for more less assistance extended 
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totheir priests. This was made the occasion when many Roman 
Catholics, whose tender consciences would not permit them 
take the oath fealty the Queen, went beyond sea where 
they could exercise their religion with freedom. 
furnished that asylum for sects all complexions, Protestant 
and Romish alike. 

During the same year (1581), another act against recusancy 
was passed. The year previous, many Jesuits had made their 
appearance England; and much, not all, the disturb- 
ance during the reign Elizabeth may attributed them. 
The Jesuits and Seminary priests, instructed Dany, were 
the bottom all these troubles; and but for them the 
reign the Queen might have been comparatively tranquil 
for they accentuated every way imaginable the terms 
the bull Pius V., and gave encouragement all con- 
scientious professors their faith their disloyalty the 
Queen. Yet would not just deny that the best 
element among the English Romanists repudiated with indig- 
nation all such attempts shake their loyalty the English 
government. After events proved this fact conclusively. 

was this wholesale and indiscriminate persecution 
Roman Catholics which cannot too strongly deprecated, 
and which must laid not much the necessities the 
times the intolerant spirit the age, the sequel will 
show. Another point note the fact that all statutes 
enacted against Nonconformists were chiefly directed against 
recusant priests; the non-juring laity were never severely 
dealt with. one, according Hallam, could not have pre- 
served his life explicitly denying the Pope’s power de- 
pose the queen.” But the faithful Roman Catholic, rather 
than this, preferred suffer the stake and obtain the 
glorious crown martyrdom. 
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the accession James, the Romish party was led 
pect some mitigation the severity which had hitherto been 
exercised towards it. the eve succeeding Elizabeth 
the throne, James had promised some half-way concessions 
all parties, the hope attaching them more closely his 
interest. the Roman Catholics particular had 
promised and, encourage them the more this 
belief, during the first two years his reign remitted all 
fines formerly levied against recusants. The Roman Catholics 
were consequence very zealous his favor. But, what- 
ever had done win the favor that party, James was 
admirer Papists, much less Jesuits; and several 
occasions declared should proceed against them the 
same manner had been done the preceding reign. But 
the Romanists found their condition but little lightened, 
the Puritans had still greater cause complaint the 
severity the laws against nonconformity. These latter sec- 
taries were not only bitterly opposed the Romish party, but 
desired changes made the ritual the established 
church. They were, therefore, not persecuted much for 
state reasons, were the Roman Catholics, but for their non- 
conformity. They had never refused take the oath 
allegiance the government, but had refused subscribe 
certain forms and ceremonies the Establishment. The 
Romanists, the other hand, would neither submit the 
sovereign nor conform. This contumacy their part made 
them more difficult management. 

the beginning the rule James, England became the 
asylum those Papists who had fled the previous reign. 
many one hundred forty priests landed those 
shores within nine months after the death Elizabeth, en- 
couraged return the hope toleration. But this

hope they were for, soon after, the law was 
put force against recusancy which was particularly severe 
its treatment priests. The Roman Catholic laity were 
for time, least, tolerated. But this toleration did not last 
long, for James put into operation all the old laws this re- 
gard, but, apparently, for other purpose than use the 
fines, thus collected the lands and other property the 
Roman Catholics, for pensioning his Scotch favorites. Then 
was that many recusants again sought asylum Holland; 
while home, owing the baneful effect and rank injustice 
the laws against recusancy, arose the famous Gunpowder 
Plot, which was ascribed the notorious Guy Fawkes. Albeit 
this conspiracy only Jesuits were implicated, yet the secular 
priests, though entirely innocent any complicity it, were 
involved alike the punishment; and still more rigorous 
code recusant laws was enacted, which all classes 
Roman Catholics were included. 

1622 the hopes the Romish party were once more 
revived when James seemed bent alliance with Spain 
the proposed marriage his son Charles with the Infanta. 
Sir George Calvert, one his secretaries state, was most 
strenuous his efforts bring about this match; and 
was, besides, recent convert the Catholic Church. Among 
the stipulations asked concluding this alliance, was re- 
quired that the future Queen England should enjoy the 
full and free exercise her faith, and that all her children 
should brought it. But the article the agreement 
that chiefly concerned the Roman Catholics was the promise 
made whereby James and his son pledged themselves dis- 
continue all persecution recusants long the latter 
confined their worship their own residences. However, 
the Spanish marriage was finally broken off through the 
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opposition the Puritan party. this that party was 
gaining strength; was mainly through the Puritan interest 
Parliament that the alliance was opposed and the King 
enjoined seek Protestant marriage for his son. 

Two new parties arose during They were 
naturally religious complexion, though political their 
bearing. Both were old parties with new faces. One was the 
Country party, wholly composed Puritans, who were 
strongly opposed the absolutism the king, the church 
establishment, and the Roman Catholics matter 
course. The second, Court party, was conglomerate 
body, made Anglicans, clergy, laity, and those holding 
offices under the crown, together with the vast majority 
Romanists who now found their advantage curry 
favor with the ruling powers. But, under whatsoever name 
going, these two parties were easily differentiated. 

first the Papal party gained ascendancy over king and 
court. This made matters all the more uncomfortable the 
Puritans, which gave occasion for many this party their 
turn emigrate the Low Countries, and thence New 
England. However, the Puritan interest was stronger 
the Commons than either the other two parties (Romish 
and Anglican), the Puritans demanded the enforcement 
the laws against recusancy. was then that the Roman 
Catholics were forced flee, the Puritans had done, and 
seek refuge Holland among their co-religionists. 

During the reign James colonizing spirit first made 
its appearance; though did not fully develop till the 
following reign, having for the most part its birth 
religious intoleration. The first the kind was one proposed 
George Calvert, the first Lord Baltimore. this reign 
secured charter from the King for his Palatinate 
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Avalon, which one time appears have been proposed 
the asylum persecuted Roman Catholics. will re- 
membered that Calvert was one James’s secretaries 
state, and recent important convert Catholicism. But, 
Protestants well Roman Catholics appear have 
there, could not have been exclusive Roman Catho- 
lic retreat. The colony was probably nothing more than 
adventure speculation, like his subsequent colony Mary- 
land. Again, for state reasons, could not have been 
strictly Popish asylum. complaints were sent home 
concerning the celebration there the rites the Roman 
Catholic Church.

But the House Commons, now composed many promi- 
nent members the Puritan party, petitioned the King 
execute the laws enacted against recusants his father had 
done before him. 

Charles was this time placed most delicate position, 
requiring the greatest tact maintain. had promised 
the King France cease persecuting his Roman Catholic 
subjects, and the same time given his solemn word not 
tolerate the Papal was thus placed between two 
fires. But, whatever his promises may have been either 
party, certain that the condition the Romanists during 
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his whole reign was greatly ameliorated. Notwithstanding 
the demands the Puritans the Commons, Charles was 
not able enforce the statutes levied against English Papists 
Ireland would have been physical impossibility 
done so.

The Presbyterians, their side, had now good cause for 
alarm the increasing ascendancy the Court, virtually 
Popish, party.

Even agent the Holy See was 
stationed the English court. Roman Catholics found pow- 
erful friends among the English nobility and gentry, numbered 
with whom was the Earl Arundel, whose daughter had 
married Cecilius Calvert, son the first Lord Baltimore, 
above cited. Add this the eccentricities and innovations 
which Bishop Laud had introduced into the Anglican liturgy, 
and had been countenanced Charles, together with the 
King’s leaning towards Rome and his attempts reconcilia- 
tion with that Church, and then may readily explained the 
strong opposition the Puritans the King, well the 
support which the Romish party gave him emphasizing the 
royal prerogative. But the opposition the Commons, and 
the obstinacy Charles maintaining his position Pope 
the Anglican Church, all probability nipped the bud 
the Popish scheme reuniting the Anglican ‘and Roman 
churches. 

was during this lull the persecution recusants that 
the first Lord Baltimore obtained his charter Maryland, 
the planting which was left for his son Cecilius. has 
usually been supposed that the motive planting this colony 
was purely for the purpose securing place refuge for 
English Roman Catholics, where they might practise un- 
molested their own form religious worship. This view 
was chiefly based vague notions then prevalent, but without 
any corroborative evidence. letter, proceeding from one 
Lord Baltimore’s Council Maryland, alludes but slightingly 
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any such motive for founding the colony; for 
Roman Catholics there had been refused privileges and 
munities demanded them, over and above the other 
colonists. The fact that Lord Baltimore was himself 
Romanist may have given currency this belief. 

Another fact will substantiate the opposite view. There was, 
during the reign Charles, never any occasion for the 
lishment such asylum. The persecutions the 
Roman Catholics were now less severe than ever before. 
Furthermore, according the testimony Charles Calvert, 
the third Lord Baltimore, his father Cecilius had found 
matter considerable difficulty persuading colonists 
emigrate and the great preponderance those who eventually 
did emigrate belonged the laboring classes and were mostly 
the Protestant From this fact must conclude 
that the persecution recusants during this reign was not 
severe enough induce many emigrate when such ad- 
vantages were held out them home. 

Thence, down the close the Puritan revolution, when 
Protestantism became firmly established the realm, the 
fortunes the Romish party met with varying success. The 
encouragement given them James II. the Romish 
action was but the calm preceding the storm. Under Par- 
liamentary rule, which the Puritan party was the moving 
spirit, number severe penal statutes were passed against 
recusants. Before the break with Charles, Parliament even 
required the King’s assent measures which the children 
Roman Catholics should brought the Protestant 
faith. the falling fortunes Charles I., the higher 
classes, and the Roman Catholics general, took sides with 
the King, while the balance power remained with the 
Commons, where the Puritan element was the ascendancy. 
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During the Protectorate (1649-60), the doctrine tolera- 
tion, liberty conscience, was the air, and pleased 
Cromwell the upholder that moderation. 
the same time the Romish party began breathe more 
freely, but only for brief space; for the times were not yet 
ripe for the acceptance any broad interpretation religious 
toleration. 

After the Restoration, Roman Catholics were generally 
tolerated some degree; and, although their hopes rose 
higher correspondingly the following reign, have 
influence politics, the deposition James and 
the accession William and Mary the throne England 
dashed all such hopes the ground. But they were tacitly 
tolerated along with the other sectaries now denominated to- 
gether Nonconformists. But the bitter prejudice enter- 
tained towards all Roman Catholics continued for many long 
year, though, far can ascertained, that party never 
gave the government any cause uneasiness. This prejudice 
was, undoubtedly, well grounded, and has never yet been 
wholly eradicated. 

During the rule Parliament (1642), the Romanists main- 
espoused the Puritan cause; some them even entered 
the Parliamentary army, fully expecting, should the Puritan 
cause prevail, that liberty conscience would conceded 
all parties, irrespective their religious tenets. The French 
ambassador used every endeavor win them over 
Charles, but without avail. Lord Baltimore and the Arundel 
family were the only Roman Catholics any prominence 
who yielded the ambassador’s 

Any one, conversant with the crude notions then obtaining 
relative religious toleration and the policy the Puritan 
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party, must readily perceive the hopelessness any such 
alliance between the Puritans and the Romish 
could the latter make possible enter into any permanent 
agreement with the State, Anglican, party and secure toler- 
ation; for when the Roman Catholics were the height 
their own power, they had failed put into practice 
the principles they had demanded when constituting the weak- 
and persecuted party. They courted favor when they saw 
was their advantage so, but never once slackened the 
rein when was once their hands. They could beg and 
fawn when necessary, but never granted tithe that which 
they asked others. wonder they earned the hatred the 
reforming parties till their teeth had all drawn and their 
bites rendered harmless. 

The Anglican party, though possessing all the prestige and 
authority, all the machinery and power necessary for enact- 
ing and enforcing statutes for the repression recusancy 
and nonconformity, was, nevertheless, the weakest all 
the parties, with continually waning influence under the 
persistent attacks the Puritan Presbyterians and 
the Liberty men. The Church England represented the 
principle absolutism ecclesiastical concerns did the 
Stuarts advocate absolutism the state. Puritanism 
despotism, whether state church, were diametrically 
opposed. The old spirit intolerance still survived the 
modified ritual the Anglican Church. The sovereign and 
the primate were their respective main supports. There was 
little sympathy with the mass the people. 

Supported both the law and the power, the Anglicans 
became, the course time, formidable party, and perse- 
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cuted and martyred with all the venom the mother church. 
But, spite all such severity and inhumanity towards 
recusant and nonconformist alike, Puritanism crept through 
every loophole till finally was the means completely 
honeycombing and overthrowing its power. 
The Anglican party attained its culmination under the lead- 
ership Archbishop Laud, when church absolutism and ritual 
innovations were carried with high hand that the whole 
fabric both church and state broke down under them and 
paved the way for the Puritan régime. This extreme policy 
was carried out the full the colony Virginia, founded 
during the reign James Here were transplanted all the 
civil and religious paraphernalia the mother country; 
here neither recusant nor nonconformist found congenial 
home. The Anglican policy, though exhibited here minia- 
ture, was none the less intolerant. Virginia was one the 
few colonies planted America which can claim origin 
unprompted religious persecution home, its establish- 
ment being due entirely worldly and selfish motives. 
neighboring province Maryland was constant eye- 
sore Virginia and thorn the flesh, the latter showed 
that she could sting back more ways than one, thus prov- 
ing herself the unmistakable offshoot the ruling policy 
the mother land. 
James II. succeeded the throne and made forci- 
ble attempts carry over the Anglican Church bodily 
Rome, the weakness and humiliation the Anglicans were 
pitiable the extreme. Then happened that Episcopacy 
take shelter under the wing Puritanism, 
which tided the Anglican Church over her troubles until 
their united forces the two parties had deposed James and set 
Protestant monarch the English throne. This fact 
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alone proves that loyalty country was stronger than party 
issues, when, for the nonce, religious differences could laid 
aside the defense constitutional liberty. similar event 
may noted the reign Elizabeth, the time when Eng- 
land was threatened with invasion the great Catholic 
powers Christendom, and fears were entertained the de- 
fection her Roman Catholic possibility 
which her enemies had joyfully built their hopes. But when 
the crisis was met, Romanist and Protestant alike 
arms the defense their common liberties. And thys 
will ever be, what the party may what 
Religious differences have stood little, any, the way 
constitutional liberty. 


Soon after the separation England from the Court 
Rome, the wave religious reform reached British shores 
and brought about changes ecclesiastical matters, first set 
motion the personal interests Henry VIII. Although 
the Papal authority was now overturned England, 
similar authority over the Anglican Church was claimed 
Henry and his successors. this reason the court 
formers did not intend make any more changes the 
ecclesiastical polity than were necessary the 
temporal ruler England for the Pope, putting into the 
hands the -sovereign certain powers which was claimed 
had been usurped Rome. These reformers did not deny 
the Pope’s authority his capacity Bishop Rome, his 
own diocese; nor did they wish understood that the 
Roman Church was not Catholic. But they merely pared 
away certain alleged encroachments and excrescences the 
Papacy and retained all the other priestly offices, ceremonies, 
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ritual, habits, which were neither enjoined 
Scripture. Thus, point worship, there was 
but little difference between the and Romish com- 
munions, the only exception being that the English sovereign 
was now the ecclesiastical head the Anglican Church. 

Reform seemed now accomplished. But these half-way 
measures did not suit body more radical reformers who, 
from the very outset, did not think that the distance between 
the reformed religion and the Papacy could made too wide. 
The transference the temporal sovereign the supreme 
power religious concernments altered, their opinion, the 
former despotism but name only; the substance remained 
the same. Instead foreign, they had now placed over 
themselves domestic pope obnoxious the old. Hence, 
these reformers demanded more drastic measures reform. 
They were for removing all forms and ceremonies, rubrics, 
rites, habits, fact everything that savored the old 
religion, the ancient superstition. They thus far exceeded the 
Court party their reform measures. 

These radical reformers were the Puritans, name ever 
memorable the history English constitutional liberty. 
They first made their appearance the reign Edward VI. 
But during the Marian persecutions they went into hiding 
the cities Germany and Switzerland, where they listened 
the preaching the famous John Knox, one their num- 
ber, who, having imbibed the doctrines John Calvin, had 
headed the reformation the Scottish Kirk. The reform 
had now advanced with rapid strides the Continent, where 
some the princes the German states were stout up- 
holders the new doctrines. 

When Elizabeth succeeded the throne, the Puritans 
flocked England vast numbers, hoping enjoy greater 
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toleration under the new queen. Though still communion 
with the Anglican Church they, like the Roman Catholics, 
refused promise strict conformity accept the Pompous 
ritual dear the heart Elizabeth. And they immediate. 
set work make the desired changes the Anglican 
Church which they were not willing subscribe, for which 
reason they received name Puritans. 

Having adopted the doctrines John Calvin, they early 
began formulate mode belief with great 
They taught that authority ecclesiastical concerns did not 
reside single head, whether spiritual temporal, but 
assemblage persons, such assembly synod—a 
spiritual aristocracy hierarchy. The civil authorities were 
not interfere with ecclesiastical matters all; yet was 
the province the temporal sovereign, says Cartright, one 
the spokesmen for the Puritans, “to protect and defend the 
councils the clergy, keep the peace, see their decrees 
executed and punish contemners them, but exercise 
spiritual jurisdiction.” 

Thus evident that the only difference between the 
polity Prelacy, Papacy, and Puritanism was one name 
and degree only. The authority once assumed pope 
prelate for shaping the discipline the church was now 
individuals and possessing the powers formerly exercised 
single individual. All three forms discipline, however, 
were agreed this, that they claimed equally the right call 
upon the secular arm enforce their respective decrees. 
The temporal was yet regarded the servant the 
spiritual power; for, like the Romish and Anglican parties, 
the Puritans insisted upon uniformity belief. Religious 
tolerance had found yet place their body ecclesiastical, 
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even though that religious freedom should not incompatible 
with the maintenance the civil peace. 

But, one respect, the Puritans may considered tak- 
ing step advance the two previous parties. For the 
same reason that this party opposed absolutism pope 
prelate, opposed absolutism the king. Stern and un- 
flinching its adhesion its religious tenets, Puritanism 
jealously safeguarded the principles civil liberty; that, 
whatsoever may have been the shortcomings the Puritan 
party its ideas religious toleration, the Puritans were 
the bulwark English liberties, checking from time time 
every extension the royal prerogative until they had utterly 
crushed the despotism the Stuarts and formulated con- 
stitutional government under William and Mary. The po- 
litical platform the Puritan party was pure republican- 
ism, based parliamentary rule, just its ecclesiastical 
system was grounded assembly which both clericals 
and laymen found equal representation. Representative gov- 
had its full expression Puritanism, which, when 
transplanted American shores, gave birth the first gov- 
ernment based the principles equal representation. 

The political results Elizabeth’s harsh policy en- 
deavoring enforce uniformity religion all hazards, 
even such trivial matters those relating vestments, 
postures, and on, have generally been lost sight her 
overweening purpose establish absolutism the state. Al- 
though the Puritans were republicans heart, they never 
once denied the supremacy the sovereign civil affairs; 
was only religious concernments wherein they demanded 
freedom action and freedom conscience. But, the 
short-sighted policy coercion, then and for long years 
come the prevailing one, the Anglican Church gradually 
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drifted away from its best interests until most those its 
own confession were confined the royal family, nobility, 
and the ruling classes. The mass the people were non. 
conformist. 

The first effect the Queen’s severity was the defection 
the Puritans. spite their wish reform the ritual 
further, the Puritan party still retained its relations with the 
English Church; and, not until every attempt made that 
direction had proved abortive, did once think separation, 
Their clergymen were deprived their livings and some 
instances suffered death. The prisons were full over- 
flowing with their fellow religionists. Between 
1562 and 1566, when the Puritans began break from the 
Anglican Church and set one more harmony with their 
own way thinking, hundreds Nonconformists fled 
Scotland, where the kirk had been reformed John Knox 
some years before, went beyond seas. But, despite this 
thinning their ranks, gallant little band sturdy souls 
remained carry the good fight home for constitutional 
liberty. 

second result Elizabeth’s harsh policy was confirm 
the Puritans their nonconformity, and knit their ranks 
more strongly together, until they became formidable party, 
shouldered and carried through successfully great civil 
war, and overturned both church and state, which they after- 
wards reconstructed more republican principles. 

still further result her policy was split the Puritans 
into various factions, whereby the gap between them and the 
first reformers grew wider and wider, and cut off all hope 
any accommodation between the several parties, some 
which wielded much influence the state councils did 
the old Puritans themselves. The only common ground now 
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between the Anglicans and Nonconformists was their thorough 
Protestantism, their equal opposition papal supremacy. 
And this fact, however, emphasized the various conflicting 
factions, bound the nation together its hour trial, and 


carried the Reformation England successful termina- 


tion. 

was the reign Elizabeth that the Puritans first be- 
came known political party contradistinction their 
religious bias. Religion and politics were now closely inter- 
woven. proclaim one’s politics was declare one’s re- 
ligion, and the converse. Other parties now began attract 
attention. The Puritans were pitted against the Anglicans, 
Church party, with whom, the Court party, the Roman 
Catholics the two following reigns curried favor. For, 
long the Anglicans and Romanists seemed join hands, 
the opposition the Puritans the government policy was 
intense; party spirit never ran higher. The Puritans were 
thorn the side Elizabeth. They criticised the church 
most severely, compared prelacy popery, and considered 
themselves the sole repository the true Among 
other animadversions, they taught that the Anglican Church 
had copied too closely the popish ritual. And here there was 
grain truth what they said. Elizabeth was fond 
pompous rites and ceremonies was her father Henry, and 
was jealous, too, her position head the English 
Church. she answered their strictures enacting more 
repressive laws against nonconformity. 

The increasing power the Puritans Parliament was 
first noticed 1562. the second Parliament called that 
year, the Act Supremacy was affirmed. the convocation, 
which was opened the day after the meeting this Parlia- 
ment, the articles subscribed the Anglican Church, 
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originally forty-two number and drawn the 
Edward VI., were amended and reduced thirty-nine, 
the present number. this time the Puritans had 
friends among the Protestant gentry and majority the 
House Commons. They were not faction any means, 
but made the principal landed proprietors, who repre- 
sented the universal desire bring about change 
ligious well civil affairs. The Church party, the 
other hand, which was always weak, constituted the 
servative party, while the Roman Catholics, who were 
excluded from the Commons, would naturally silent under 
the circumstances.

This 
sect refused all communion with the Establishment, denied the 
truth its doctrine this after the defection 
its founder, Robert Brown himself. The persecutions that 
year were nearly effectual stamping out nonconformity. 
Emigration Holland Puritans became general. But, 
whole, the Puritans were disinclined separation. They 
accepted the main principles Anglicanism, only differing 
methods church government and the forms and cere- 
monies which they hoped, retaining their place the 
Establishment, they might time able reform. 

For while Elizabeth had her hands full disciplining 
contumacious recusants, unearthing popish plots and con- 
spiracies against her life and the peace the realm, and 
bringing the offenders condign punishment. 1593, 
having her mind sufficiently intimidated the Romish party, 
she began think was high time tighten the reins over 
the Puritans, which had become late too lax. That year 
Act was passed which bore heavily upon recusant and 
Puritan alike, and more than one person paid the penalty 
his nonconformity with his life. Under this statute every 
person above the age sixteen under 
the penalty imprisonment, attend the established church. 
Multitudes Puritans and Romanists again fled the Low 
Countries, preferring exile conformity. From this time, for 
period over forty years, dates the emigration Puritans 
the Netherlands, and subsequent years New England, 
one the direct results which was the planting 
colonies, nursed the spirit opposition state ab- 
solutism, and the laying the corner-stone the American 
Revolution. 

But, notwithstanding all these violent measures Eliza- 
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beth, spite fines and imprisonments, exile, deprivations, 
and, some instances, the infliction the death-penalty, 
the spirit Puritanism would not die: only languished 
reappear with renewed energy. Hounded from place place, 
shut off from communion with the Anglican Church, with their 
very Christianity called question, the Puritan party never 
was stronger nor counted more powerful friends among its 
adherents than those troubled days. Although such 
desperate straits, this little, sturdy band reformers were 
never louder their cries for reform than when there seemed 
the least likelihood such reformation. The Puritans were 
ever bitter their denunciations anything which bore the 
least resemblance the hateful popery; for the staunchness 
the Puritans, this time, apparently hopeless cause, 
was truly remarkable. their ranks became more and more 
depleted, the remnant still stood shoulder shoulder without 
flinching. was this spirit, which would not down under 
the most trying and adverse circumstances but rose with every 
accession persecution, that saved England Protestantism, 
and built the New World the American Republic. 
The Puritans had flattered themselves, did the Romish 
party, that they should receive more favor from James than 
heretofore. this hope petition was presented the King 
his accession, signed nearly thousand Puritan clergy- 
men, asking for toleration and, the same time, suggesting 
certain reforms which they deemed highly expedient for the 
welfare the church. They could not help letting fall 
good word for reform for which they had suffered many 
years ingloriously effect. Beyond few trifling reforms, 
which granted, James required them all forthwith con- 
form unconditionally suffer the penalty the law. The 
inflexible Puritans, matter course, and three 
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hundred ministers, who would not obey his orders, were pun- 
ished imprisonment and other ways. But, bad this 
treatment them was, was nothing compared with the 
sufferings endured the recusants, who had also anticipated 
toleration. The Separatists suffered still worse than the regu- 
lar Puritans, especially the Brownists already mentioned. 
After 1606, multitudes this sect fled and 
settled principally Amsterdam and Leyden and gave rise 
the Independents, party hereafter considered. 

The persecutions under Bancroft were exceedingly violent. 
this time the Puritans were divided King James into 
two parties, namely, the State and the Church Puritans. The 
former opposed the royal prerogative Parliament, just 
the other disfavored ecclesiastical rites and ceremonies. The 
latter party, though small weight the Commons, was, 
when united with the State, Patriot party, more numerous 
than all the other parties put together. 

1620 the repressive measures passed against noncon- 
formity became still more severe. Heretofore the penal 
statutes relative this subject had more with the im- 
position forms and ceremonies obnoxious the Puri- 
tan clergymen. Now the very doctrines the Puritans were 
made the object the animadversions the crown. These 
sectaries now obtained the name Doctrinal Puritans, for the 
reason that they scrupled acknowledge 
headship the church, would not disclaim Calvinism, nor 
favor popish innovations. Singularly enough, Archbishop 
Abbot, then the Primate England, was the head this 
party; but soon afterwards fell into disgrace, when many 
Puritans removed the new plantations America. The 
reign James had now nearly closed. Popery came with 
the negotiations concerning the Spanish match. 
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reviewing the fortunes the Puritan party during the 
rule James I., shall everywhere note the increasing 
strength and influence that party, together with the bold 
stand that ever took limit the royal prerogative, de.

popery, and guard Protestantism every quarter, 
was the Puritan party which, 1620, demanded

The aversion James the Puritans seems have been 
due their open avowal civil liberty and their 
nounced hostility absolute monarchy, rather than their 
reforming tendencies religious concernments. James was 
exceedingly jealous maintaining his prerogative, perhaps 
more than Elizabeth had ever been. But striking 
the church, the Puritans struck the crown; and that was 
unpardonable offense. 

When his son Charles came the throne, both Roman 
Catholics and Puritans were promised toleration 
removal their disabilities; but the King had already 
assured Parliament that the laws regard 
should enforced. The majority the Lower House was 
then composed zealous Calvinists, who loudly demanded 
the execution these recusant statutes. Charles, has else- 
where been shown, was Romanist heart, and connived 
every infringement these laws, although ostensibly 
followed their letter. During his whole reign the Church and 
Romish parties were all appearances united. Under 
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the administration Laud almost popish innovations were 
introduced into the Anglican service, which served but 
rouse greater hostility from the Puritans. Protestantism 
seemed well nigh lost cause England, with the 
Papacy again the ascendant. 

For their continual and growing unwillingness con- 
form the new ecclesiastical system, and, the same time, 
their persistence attempting reform the church from 
within, the Puritans, usual, paid the penalty their 
temerity. The drastic measures, now adopted bring about 
uniformity, gave birth,” says Neal, “to second colony 
North America, commonly known the name Massa- 
chusetts Bay.”

1640 many seventy-seven Puritan clergymen, who sub-

But, paralyzed, the Puritan cause England was not 
crushed. With every fresh persecution and consequent losses 
emigration its members, the party received new 
their exasperation everything which bore the 
resemblance popery, the Puritans kept the good fight 
for the Protestant cause and civil liberty, and gained rather 
than lost popular favor. Their influence continued ex-

The Puritan influence now began ebb until the following 
reign, when gained new life setting William and 
Mary the English throne, establishing 
monarchy, puritanizing the Anglican Church, and, above all, 
proving its right existence.

And 
the united forces these two parties did not succeed 
defeating the obnoxious measure entirely, they had much 
hindering the Presbyterian hierarchy from resorting 
extreme methods carrying out its discipline. And yet the 
old Puritanic spirit was strong enough prevent the doctrine 
religious toleration from being accomplished. This work 
was left for the other two parties, now considered, 
whose history intimately connected with that the 
Puritans form the sequel that party.

The more powerful the two parties now considered, 
and the one which resisted longest the pretensions the 
Presbyterians, were the Erastians. religion they were what 
known Separatists; but they had little common with 
the old Puritan party from which they had separated. 
politics they advocated everywhere the supremacy the king. 
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The Erastian doctrine began prevail England 1588, 
and spread with wonderful rapidity. The party took its 
from Erastus, German divine, born the first quarter the 
sixteenth century. preached principles diametrically 
posed spiritual, ecclesiastical, supremacy, had once 
been exhibited Popery, Prelacy, and now Presbyterian- 
ism, Presbytery. The Erastians held that the civil magistrate 
alone had authority punish all offenses whether re. 
ligious civil nature. This scheme ecclesiastical Polity 
had the advantage, was thought, preventing the establish- 
ment government within government (imperium 
imperio), and thereby averting the abuses from which none 
the other religious sectaries had been exempt. The pastoral 
office was entirely coercive measures were ad- 
missible maintaining ecclesiastical discipline. 

When not pressed too far, Erastianism was effectual 
corrective the assumptions the three other forms 
hierarchy already adduced. The religious teaching these 
sectaries, according Neal, destroyed all that 
spiritual jurisdiction and coercive power over the consciences 
men, which had been challenged popes, prelates, and 
and they made the government the Church 
creature the State.” was still further maintained 
them that Scripture prescribed “no one form church gov- 
ernment invariable rule for future ages.” this respect 
they were somewhat consonance with the Independents. 

The Erastian doctrine was not new, having previously 
appeared under another name. All the early reformers enter- 
tained the same sentiments and were for resigning the 
crown everything relating the liberty the conscience. 
Hence Erastianism was nothing more than revival the old 
Anglican doctrine royal supremacy, but now softened 
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time and reappearing modified form. 

The Anglican Church first assumed the functions judge 
ecclesiastical matters under Archbishop Whitgift, the 
reign Queen Elizabeth. claimed the tight punish- 
ing heresy and contumacy much popery had ever done. 
Under Whitgift’s administration, the measures adopted for 
disciplining offenders were even that time considered some- 
what stretch power. But under Bancroft the hierarchy 
went yet greater lengths, when was boldly asserted the 
doctrine the “divine right Episcopacy,” together with 
the authority coercing Nonconformists, the persecutions 
the Puritans that period fully attest. was the constant 
desire and aim the bishops render the jurisdiction the 
Anglican Church unlimited possible, and wholly inde- 
pendent the law courts, which, from the time Henry 
II., was lodged the power restrain the spiritual courts 
case they should venture overstep their proper limits. 
Bancroft made the first attempt this direction 1605, which 
not only completely failed, but drew upon the Episcopacy the 
hostility the secular lawyers, who had always been jealous 
these ecclesiastical judicatures; nor did the latter win the 
favor the judges. 

purge the Church the odium the Puritan persecu- 
tions, the bishops transferred all cases nonconformity from 
the Court High Commission the Assizes, tried 
common law. The temporal power was thus made execute 
the commissions the ecclesiastical officers. Under Laud 
the hierarchy laid claim authority and privileges 
par with the royal prerogative itself for which had not the 
least legality, and which the end proved own destruction. 
The contest that had been waged long between Anglicanism 
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and Puritanism closed with the utter discomfiture the 
former.

The Erastians were largely recruited from the ranks the 
civil lawyers, friends ecclesiastical usurpations.

most celebrated theologians the day, and was headed 
Seldon, lawyer mean acquirements. Half the House 
was Erastian, all whom denied emphatically the divine right 
the church. And, furthermore, the liberality 
which this party advocated, drew all broad-minded 
persons. never was for employing coercive measures 
securing uniformity religion. According their teachings, 
the gospel was free gift all who would accept it; every 
one was welcome drink the fount; none coerced. 
Herein certainly lay, theory least, the germs religious 
liberty. 

politics their platform was harmony with popular 
feeling. This remained true down comparatively recent 
times. For, according Hallam, who wrote the middle 
the last century, ecclesiastical constitution England 
nearly Erastian theory and almost wholly practice.

1645 the Presbyterians accused Parliament being 
Erastian because would not surrender them the spiritual 
authority which held fast. For, must remembered, 
that Parliament passed ordinances this time, regulating the 
discipline the Establishment and prescribing the form 
belief and the modes suspension from its communion. 
Hence, though never professing intermeddle with spiritual 
concerns proper, Parliament retained its claim punish 
errors and misdemeanors within the Church. But the authority 
for determining such cases was now transferred from 
single head assembly, synod, where each question was 
determined the vote the majority the members 
present. This method trying such cases was course due 
the change the form government, this time republi- 
can. And, Parliament had given the several presbyteries 
absolute control over all their communicants, had, never- 
theless, reserved itself the right the last appeal, the 
demand made the Presbyterians for themselves. 


The Independents political party first came into notice 
about the year 1640. From their very organization they made 
bold stand against the High Presbyterian, now the High 
Church, party. Perhaps this date they did not exceed 
dozen the Westminster Assembly Divines; but they 
rapidly rose into prominence and, down the Restoration, 
successfully checked the pretensions the Presbyterian 
hierarchy. 

During the persecution the Puritans, under Whitgift, and 


later under Bancroft, multitudes this persecuted sect were 
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driven from the Anglican Church, forced into exile and 
separation. From this time dates the great subdivision this 
party into variety sectaries. Among them were the Brown- 
ists, who, their hostility the Church England, 
professed doctrines the farthest yet removed from that com- 
munion. 

The Brownists took their name from one Robert Brown, 
Puritan extensive learning, and arose the year 
During the persecutions 1583, under Whitgift, the Brown- 
ists, company with large number other Puritans, sought 
shelter Holland, where, the town Middleburg, they 
founded church their peculiar belief. This was dis- 
solved 1589, through the defection Brown himself, who 
returned England and made his peace with the Establish- 
ment. But the seeds sown this sect England had not 
fallen stony ground; nor did the desertion their founder 
have any disheartening effect upon his followers, for 
Brownist congregation was soon afterward established 
London. 

the persecution the Puritans, 1604, under Bancroft, 
and subsequently, Holland was again made the asylum the 
persecuted. Two years later, number Brownists, with 
John Robinson their head, emigrated Amsterdam, and 
thence Leyden, and formed church, where Mr. Robinson 
softened the harsh doctrines Brown and became the 
founder what was known Independency. Soon after, 
one Henry Jacob, Puritan, influenced the preaching 
Robinson, became Independent, and, 1616, introduced 
Independency into England founding congregation 
that form belief London. This was the origin Inde- 
pendency, Congregationalism, England. 

The Leyden church emigrated America 1620, and, 
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under Brewster, planted the colony New Plymouth, thus 
establishing the very first congregation Independents 
America. From this church sprang modern Congregation- 
alism. 

England the Brownists length became identified with 
the Independents, the extremists which party all probabil- 
ity belonged the parent denomination. One the 
early clergymen (or ministers this sect now began name 
their pastors) the Independents was Samuel Howe, who 
died prison, account his doctrines, 1636. This 
minister interesting Americans from the fact that 
Roger Williams has spoken him high terms, being 
very pious and godly man. was born humble life and 
possessed little education. The Brownists did not con- 
sider liberal education any importance preacher; 
nor did the Independents discourage lay preaching, were the 
candidates for orders possessed the proper spiritual dispo- 
sition. The Plymouth colony was slow laying any stress 
upon education; the commonwealth Rhode Island never 
did until long after had ceased English 
the other hand, the Puritans were strong advocates 
education, especially educated ministry. 

The influence this Howe clearly seen the teachings 
and writings Williams; and perhaps not too much 
say, that Williams drew his ideas “soul from the 
Brownist doctrines taught Samuel Howe. 

the times which are writing, religion and politics 
were closely interwoven that becomes extremely diffi- 
cult dissociate the two. every circumstance life was 
tinctured with religion, politics would naturally not escape its 
coloring. And this religious coloring was never more ap- 
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parent than when found the ecclesiastico-political party 
known the Independents; for this party was distinctively 
recognized the party toleration. 

The two broad, vital principles put forth Robert Brown 
his scheme church polity, and handed down his 
successors, were: The absolute independence 
pline, whereby either one was empowered use coercive 
but that all authority regulate its own concerns 
should lodged each the several congregations 
which that denomination was composed; The principle 
toleration its broadest sense. The first principle emphasized 
democratic form government ecclesiastical matters, 
modification the Presbyterian synod, assembly; the 
second proclaimed, for the first time the history the 
the doctrine the absolute separation church and 
state—the grand principle which forms one 
stones the Republic the United States. 

their plea for separation the Brownists declared they 
would have communion with any religious organization 
which did not fulfill the requirements their 
this category were course placed all papists, prelates, and 
politics they carried matters with high hand, 


fact explains the language Cotton Mather (Magnalia 
Christi Americana, fol. Ed., bk. vii. chap. ii., when says that 
Williams would have dealings with “the Church Boston 
cause they would not make public and solemn declaration re- 
pentance for their communicating with the Church England.” 
elsewhere calls Williams Separatist and Seeker, and speaks 
him advocating the principle that one should have liberty 
worship God according the light his own conscience; and 
owning true churches ordinances now the world.” Barring 
sectarian bitterness, this passage proves, beyond question, that 
Williams was extreme ultra Brownist. finally repudiated 
church government altogether, and would worship wherever and 
however pleased. 
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even bordering revolution, and, during the Civil Wars, 
constituted the fanatical wing the Independent faction. 
Thus, from 1581 1583, Robert Brown and the early leaders 
the Separatists taught that the magistrates may nothing 
concerning the Church but only and civil magis- 
trates; that is, they have not that authority over the church 
prophets, priests, spiritual kings, they are 
magistrates over the same, but only “to rule the Common- 
wealth all outward justice, maintain the right, welfare, 
and honor thereof, with outward power, bodily punishment, 
and civil forcing men.” Brown’ further maintained that 
the state had nothing whatever with matters religion; 
church was ruled its own members. 

1609, Henry Jacob, the founder the first Independent 
congregation England, addressed King James 
Humble Supplication for wherein prayed that 
every church might free practise its own religion, 
“elect, ordain, and depose her own ministers, and exercise 
all the other points lawful ecclesiastical jurisdiction under 
Christ.” 

Another forward step the toleration movement was made 
1614 one Leonard English Baptist, once 
Brownist, who that time published work entitled Re- 
ligious Peace, Plea for Liberty Conscience.” 
taught religious freedom that unequaled the present 
day. would have toleration extended every heresy and

Such were the main points Brownism enunciated 
its founder and his more immediate successors, which gave 
rise Independency, England through Jacob, 
through Brewster. The doctrine independency formed 
middle ground between Brownism and Presbyterianism, 
steering clear the fanaticism and extravagances the one 
and the bigotry and strait-lacedness the other. But, 
common with all the other reformed religions, maintained 
its hostility the Church Rome. However, was the moder- 
ate Independents who preserved this middle course throughout 
its brief reign under Parliament and Cromwell. Even 
writer who appears have associated with this party all the 
excesses and revolutionary tendencies displayed the various 
sectaries who had sheltered themselves under the wing the 
Independents, speaks warm praise this party 
“Of all the Christian sects,” says he, “this was the first 
which during its prosperity well its adversity always

Perhaps better comprehension the religious and political 
principles the Independents may gained, far fits

political party. 

the year 1643, Parliament summoned the Assembly 
Divines consider the regulation the spiritual concerns 
the Commonwealth. this session the Anglican party, 
though summoned with the rest, either ignored the 
constituted small factor the consultation count 
for nothing. fact the Anglican Church had ceased 
the Establishment. The Independents were small force, but 
backed Goodwin, the chaplain Cromwell himself, 
Nye, and other influential persons. The Erastians joined 
forces with the Independents, and were instrumental check- 
ing the arrogance the Presbyterians more than one 
instance. There was also present sprinkling Anabaptists, 
Baptists, and few other sectaries. 

The debate opened with the presentation the subject 
the ordination clergymen and the authority such ordina- 
tion. The Presbyterians, had been expected, proposed that 
their presbytery should the source whence all such ordina- 
tion should proceed. This proposition was opposed both 
Erastians and Independents, the latter the grounds that each 
separate congregation should elect its own officers. For, they 
argued, that, the ordination ministers, nothing should 
done which should the means conveying office-power 
clergymen irrespectively their congregations, or. 
ministers who had congregations their own, for fear 
minister might given undue spiritual power which resided 
only and through each separate congregation. 

The debate upon this question alone lasted for ten days. 
The force circumstances, however, obliged the Independ- 
ents this juncture withdraw their motion and acquiesce 
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the Presbyterian practice, provided was attended with 
open declaration that was not intended conveyance 
office-power,”—a saving clause indeed. 

The next subject brought considered the 
Assembly was whether the church should regarded 
divine institution. This, course, was denied none, the 
only difference opinion being the fact which form 
belief belonged the “divine right.”

Thus were the Presbyterians completely out- 
generaled. 
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Not thus baffled, the Presbyterians carried their 
grievance the House Lords the hope that the sentence 
the Commons might there reversed, and praying for 
speedy settlement Church government according the 
Covenant, and that toleration might given popery, 
prelacy, superstition, heresy, profaneness, anything con- 
trary sound doctrine, and that all private assemblies might 
restrained.” their reply, the Lords promised that 
much zeal thus displayed the cause religion should not 
unrewarded, and therefore recommended the city magis- 

trates (London) repress all unlawful assemblies. But the 
Commons remained unshaken; while this interference proved 
ruinous the Presbyterian cause.

Although the two Houses had made Presbyterianism the 
state religion, they had reserved themselves the right 
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appeal last resort all cases ecclesiastical discipline, 
not only retaining their own hands the spiritual sword, 
effectually checking every effort the Presbyterian hierarchy 
enforce the penal laws against nonconformity from their 
standpoint, which would make all religious denominations not 
agreeing with them nonconformist. 

But “nobody,” says Neal, “was the Episcopalians 
and Independents were and because the Parliament 
would not give the several Presbyteries absolute power 
over their communicants, but reserved the last appeal them- 
selves, neither the Scotch nor the English Presbyterians would 
accept it.” The Independents, accordingly, petitioned both 
Houses reconsider their case and grant them toleration, 
using arguments show that they did not disagree with the 
general doctrines accepted the Presbyterian party. But 
the leading Presbyterians, who had the preponderance 
power both bodies, would consent nothing unless 
unconditional surrender; which the Rev. Mr. Burroughs, 
whom Baxter even regarded with admiration, spoke the 
sentiments Independency when said: “If their congre- 
gations might not exempted from that coercive power 
the classes; they might not have liberty govern them- 
selves their own way, long they behave peaceably 
towards the civil magistrate, they were resolved suffer, 
some other place the world, where they might enjoy 
their liberty. But while men think there way peace 
but forcing all the same mind; while they think the 
civil sword God determine all con- 
troversies divinity, and that must needs attended with 
fines and imprisonment the disobedent; while they appre- 
hend there medium between strict conformity and 
general confusion things; while these sentiments prevail, 
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there must base subjection men’s consciences 
slavery, suppression much truth, and great disturbances 
the Christian world.” 

the Independents fared thus badly the hands the 
Presbyterians, they received still worse treatment from the 
Scotch Kirk. The Scotch were loud their denunciations 
that sect. The Kirk Presbyterians opposed any and every 
doctrine not harmony with the Covenant; declared against 
the toleration the other religious sectaries and liberty 
conscience which, they considered, would open the door 
licentiousness and utterly destroy the true religion. Sermons 
were preached against the Independents from Scottish pulpits 
pamphlets flung broadcast both favor and against tolera- 
tion. But, the Independents and Anabaptists had lost the 
day the Assembly, where they longer had representation, 
the Presbytery was powerless molest them. 

not the Assembly, their party had representatives 
Parliament.

1647 the Independent party was split into two 
One was for using temporizing means setting the old 
monarchical system government the other for more radical 
measures. The first constituted the old, moderate, conserva- 
tive party, composed men like Vane, St. John Fiennes, and 
others. The second was known under the name Republi- 
cans, and comprehended the Levelers, Ranters, Fifth Mon- 
archy Men, rabid Anabaptists and Antinomians; religion, 
noisy, iconoclastic, who would overturn church and religion 
itself, and bring nobles and everybody else the same level 
with themselves, and only establishing their claim Inde- 
pendent parentage their avowal the most extreme 
license ;—in politics subversive religion, desirous 
any change; would now destroy monarchy and king together; 
now opposed all order and 
but indicated their anarchistic tendencies. They not only lost 
the regard the reputable element the community, but 
they threw discredit upon the very party which they owed 
their origin. 

After the administration Pride’s Parliament 
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and when the younger Sir Henry Vane and all the moderate 
Independents had been excluded from the Commons im- 
prisoned, and the army ruled both church and state, then 
was that these two factions sought the ranks the army, 
one for protection, and the other further its more radical 
views; and these last served but awaken the disgust 
the Episcopacy, the Presbyterians, and all peace-loving 
citizens alike, who now entered into compact from which 
the better class Independents, unfortunately, was excluded.

But 
the intemperance the other sectaries left them other 
alternative but turn the military, which, that time, was 
governed violent faction, never satisfied until they had 
accomplished the ruin the existing government. And, 
Cromwell employed these incendiaries for the accomplishment 
his purposes, was never sympathy with their ex- 
travagances, but ever held them check, though his politi- 
cal course seems have been guided the revolutionary 
party. 

regretted, that, their advocacy religious and 
political freedom, the Independent party did not have broader 
and more definite ideas the principles which they ener- 
getically advocated. They were willing include their 
toleration the more sober-minded Anabaptists, 
but Papists, and all sectaries who did not agree with them 
the fundamentals Christianity, they had inclination 
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admit into their freehold. And, though rather misty 
fining their scheme religious toleration, yet must 
all sides that the Independents were the first 
party, religious organization, which, both its teaching 
and practice, enunciated the doctrine soul 
Wars,” has remarked, that, for this teaching the Independ- 
ents (the principles democratic religious 
toleration), posterity owes them deep debt 

Cromwell was himself Independent religion and al- 
ways sided with the professors that creed. But, was 
favor toleration, did not think should carried 
such length would injurious the public peace, that 
license. Nor did consider any particular doctrine should 
proscribed because seemed ridiculous the educated 
classes. have already seen where his sympathies lay when 
proposed his Accommodation Order.” 

That religious toleration first began formulated the 
first half the seventeenth century must now evident 
all. The movement owed its greatest impulse the influence 
Oliver Cromwell. 1645, Governor Sayle, formerly 
the Bermudas, and another delegate, petitioned the House 
Commons grant religious toleration all persons who had 
left the Anglican communion and permit them organize 
congregations their own. The House gave the desired 
protection both public and private church organizations, 
and furthermore moved, That the inhabitants the Summer 
Islands [Bermudas] and such others shall join themselves 
them, without any molestation trouble, shall have and 
enjoy the liberty conscience matters God’s worship, 
well those parts America where they are now planted, 
other parts America where hereafter they may plant.” 
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the passage this ordinance one may readily perceive 
the hand the younger Vane, not also that Cromwell, 
who was then all-powerful the Commons. was this year 
that Roger Williams published, England, his celebrated 
treatise religious liberty, wherein arraigns those who 
have persecuted others account their religious tenets. 
And, 1650, Cromwell, much the disgust the Presby- 
terian party, repealed the penal statutes which had been 
enacted previous years against nonconformity, and only 
made obligatory for all persons keep Sundays. and Fast 
days, both publicly and privately, religious and seemly 
manner. From 1647 1659, then, while England was under 
the Protectorate, almost universal toleration prevailed. 

the Restoration, Independency found place among the 
political questions the day. Cavaliers and Roundheads 
had entered into combination restore Charles the throne 
fathers and they were the sole parties considered 
under the new régime. But, 1660, the Independents and 
Anabaptists presented bill the King, praying him grant 
toleration religions all shades, secure peace and 
quiet the nation. The Roman Catholics were evidently in- 
cluded this memorial; and some concessions were likewise 
made the Presbyterians. But nothing came it. 

But, 1672, some sort toleration was patched up. Dis- 
senters and Nonconformists were included this religious 
amnesty and permitted assemble certain places for public 
worship; while the Papists, recusants, were not 
molested long they confined their religious exercises 
private houses, removed from general observation. But even 
this settlement perplexing question did not suit the 
more rabid Roundheads, the Puritans were now de- 
nominated, who complained that the Roman Catholics had 
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been granted greater indulgence than themselves, They 
most likely made these complaints for the reason that they had 
been disappointed the larger hopes held out them 
Charles his restoration.

The good seed, however, had not fallen upon stony ground, 
All the sufferings the cause religious liberty had not been 
for nothing. From that time forth not single person has 
suffered bodily harm England because his religious 
lief. the wave humanity and soul liberty began 
spread over the civilized world, the ridiculousness, not 
speak the savagery, forcing persons accept doctrines 
which they could not believe, was clearly seen. time 
went on, political disabilities account religion were also 
gradually removed. Coercion had constantly added enemies 
the English constitution for persecution indicates 
nothing else than dread rival sect persecuting 
party fear that its true weakness will seen, its tenets 
too closely examined. fact, persecution but lent strength 
the persecuted. 


The study these ecclesiastico-political parties leads one 
the unavoidable conclusion, that their mutual conflicts 
due the first glimmering religious liberty. all these con- 
tests, however, two broad principles were clearly and 
indisputably established, namely, the right each and every 
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sect exist, and, case its attainment the 
requisite power, the privilege coercing the weaker party. 
But the outcome this struggle for supremacy produced only 
drawn game, political rather than religious toleration,— 
the last and the least expected result all this interclashing. 
supposed conflict interests ended cessation arms, 
not from conviction but from sheer exhaustion. The corner- 
stone, therefore, religious toleration was not laid amid 
festivity, the ringing bells, bonfires, and salvos 
artillery, but amid the most violent contentions opposing

THE REVEREND BERLE, D.D., SALEM, MASS,

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beside the sane and human utterances the psychologist who 
has discovered and dared proclaim that humanity has soul 
and heart well head. But Professor James’s utter- 
ance itself trifle late, and the historian to-day, while 
not able say just what this conjectural future historian 
might say, able affirm that the premier influence the 
American mind longer that which springs from the uni- 
yersities and colleges, spite the enormous increase 
their endowments and students. able say that the 
last fifteen years single cherished American institution has 
lost much more the public esteem than the university. 
able say, that distinct and growing chasm exists between 
the public mind and the university habit mental approach 
which sure have lasting and determinate results the 
development American character and the democratization 
American education; that sooner later there will 
revolution opinion the subject university 
and that the facts which are now uppermost and regnant 
the public mind, and which are demanding the rigid applica- 
tion democratic standards judgment and approach 
every other institution and practice, will also finally require 
that the university shall conform. 

There idea which has had larger force with the 
American public the past century than the idea the value 
and power education. The worship the public school has 
amounted almost fetichism and the naive expectation that 
trained mind will able almost anything and bring the 
kingdom God forthwith still lingers among the choice 
superstitions the American intellect. Not that has not 
had certain rude shocks, especially lately, and that gradually 
filtering into the common mind that educational training 
only one kind training, and that what called edu- 
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cated man man who has, the case now Stands, one 
point view life, and usually only one, and that very 
narrow and very distorted one, crammed into his brain; that 
the so-called educated man has bundle prejudices which 
make him, well the uneducated man, unfair dictator 
the social life and purposes the multitude. 
words, education so-called seen merely one form 
life, and that may, under its most favorable conditions, not 
only not make for social advance, but may make for social de- 
terioration that may destroy the activity and building 
the social conscience that may elevate false moral standards, 
and enthrone viewpoints which their logical development 
forbid social advance; indeed, that the university may itself 
the last stronghold social injustice, and that every such 
institution not subject popular control danger-spot 
democratic short, that university which not allied 
the public educational system, and subject public inspec- 
tion and regulation, may the worst kind social force 
the community, and infinitely more dangerous the moral 
health the nation because hides its real effects under the 
fair seeming name education. 


UNIVERSITIES AND THE CRIMINAL RICH. 


One the most interesting and suggestive symptoms 
the possibilities this direction may found the increas- 
ing natural alliance between the malefactors great wealth 
so-called and their criminal associates and the universities 
almost every name and kind throughout the land, except those 
under public direction and control. The almost continuous 
story crime among the very wealthy men the great 
corporate and other organizations the country discloses also 
that these names are also those which figure largely and most 
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frequently some form endowment and giving the great 
colleges the land. this way Harvard, Yale, Princeton, 
and others are this moment using money which known 
have been amassed thieves robbing some instances the 
widows and the orphans. Some these foundations actually 


bear the names the thieves who thus sought divide the 


proceeds with alma mater, and who, till they were discovered, 
were persona grata all that was loveliest and best the 
university life. These are names used see the 
oficial and social assemblages among the men the uni- 
delighted honor and put forth the representative 
product the the college who had done 
well,” professor Christian morals felicitously put 
one occasion. Since these the college who have done 
well” have been discovered among the most expert and 
abandoned criminals the land, has the college hastened 
disown her sons who had not only not done well but ill? No, 
indeed; she has serenely kept close her other sons great 
wealth who have not yet been discovered, and has deplored 
“savage attacks upon capital” and other frightful depreda- 
tions against society. this, however, one very notable and 
striking exception must recorded. President Hyde 
Bowdoin did bring the attention the undergraduates 
that college the fact that great criminal and exploiter had 
been student there, and warned his young men against 
similar career. wonderful and marvelous exception the 

Nor this alliance the criminal rich with the university 
accidental. The university itself has become financial insti- 
tution with huge capital and with huge fund which must 
made and kept productive. must buy stocks and bonds 
and make investments, and this necessity allies with the 
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financial interests. does not require very clever thinking 
see that the financial interests the university lie along the 
pathway the financially influential and prosperous. Under 
the favorable conditions easy see how the para- 
mount influence the university readily becomes financial 
influence, and that the habit deference expert financial 
opinion (even though later proves have been the Opinion 
looters, thieves, railroad wreckers, and common gamblers) 
soon becomes the university habit. The very legitimate 
character much this intercourse opens the way for 
constantly increasing power the financial interests over 
the university authorities. Then, again, when the competition 
becomes stronger, and the universities enter, they have 
entered, upon one the fiercest contests ever known, namely, 
for size and endowment and equipment, and millions are 
needed, whom shall they but the millionaire ex- 
ponents high finance? Now happens that have lately 
seen that high finance for the most part corrupt. have 
seen that men honored church and university and academic 
council have exhibited character status which differs 
way, except degree, from that the common thieves and 
burglars who fill the common jails. Some them have had 
the strength mind get themselves out the world, 
the world’s betterment. But their beneficiaries—the men who 
feted and dined and wined and honored them, and ate their 
dinners, and honored them with degrees—they are still 
the universities, and they still stand sponsors for the in- 
tellectual leadership American youth. Can this continue? 
Obviously not. Nothing but the most absurd discrediting 
the simplest abilities the average man can hope that such 


institution can have much influence with the public mind; 


while, for raising the tone democracy,” such sugges- 
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tion simply fills the air with laughter. Who shall that 
shall raise the tone Harvard Hydes, the

The apologist may come forward this point, and say that 
the universities have supernatural means knowing who 
honest and who dishonest. Certainly not. But seems 
they have better powers observation and judgment than 
the common mass men either. their very specialty 
which impeached, namely, discern the tendencies and 
influences which are work among and guide the less 
multitude the pathway sound discrimination. 
Professor James says that “the best claim which college 
education can possibly make your respect, the best thing 
can aspire accomplish for you this: that should help 
you know good man you The italics are 
his own. But have the universities shown any particular 
prescience this respect? Have they known the good men 
high finance from the bad men? Why then are many 
the most discredited names linked university foundations 
and lectureships and other university functions and 
Professor James right, the universities have failed the 
very heart the thing which thinks the one thing 
they should enable men do. But they have not only failed 
this, but they have given the high seats honor the 
corruptors and thieves who happened rich. 

UNIVERSITIES AND THE POLITICALLY CORRUPT. 

Leave now the sphere financial alliance between the 
university and the criminal rich, and enter the political sphere 
and see what the relation between the notorious beneficiaries 
and representatives political corruption municipality, 
state, and nation, and the colleges. Here again are con- 
fronted with state affairs similar that which prevails 
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finance. The university, which ought “to know good man 
when sees him and teach its students likewise, not only does 
not behind the returns, but flies the face Obvious 
common knowledge bringing its platform men who are 
known throughout the length and breadth the state and 
nation political corruptors. The influence behind this, how- 
ever, must admitted, that the corruptionists are such 
because they are allied and usually representatives the 
predatory interests also; and since these through their 
financial representatives have commanding influence 
university counsels, they easily and readily influence the 
appearance, honor, their political agents, may 
the United States Senate, may the House Repre- 
sentatives, some lesser office. gain the recognition 
your university public life you need only what you need 
with the lowest politicians and strikers, namely, win. How 
you win and what means you use are overlooked the fact 
that you actually won. Probably vou win twice you will 
marshal commencement parade, and you win several 
times you may become officer the university. That you 
slaughtered the morals whole congressional district, and 
made bribery and drunkenness and debauchery the rule the 
humblest cross-roads throughout the district, conse- 
quence all. The university should know good man whenit 
sees him, but apparently university morality, that is, official 
recognition morality, made winning, whether stock 
exchange gamble political debauch. Men who are now 
middle life can recall the days when the great civil service 
reform revival called into being and utterance some the 
finest political idealisms this country has ever known. How 
the university was stirred them, and the undergraduate 
youth felt nothing thoroughly, and longed for nothing 
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steadily finely, allied with these majestic men whose 
note civic purity was like gospel politics. was 
gospel politics, and nothing less! Contrast that epoch with 
the march the bribe-giving and perjured public officers 
throughout the academic halls. Compare with the men who 
sit the seats the mighty commencement and pass out 
platitudes the undergraduates, men whose pathway 
public life one long streak moral degradation and shame, 
but who, having the powers finance behind them, were able 
Why has the college man politics become hissing? 
Because the college man has been found like other men 
except that brought exceptional talents the work 
political jobbery, and was able avoid the dirtiest the dirty 
work hiring men for him. Take, for example, the 
Essex district Massachusetts, where these lines are written, 
and have, the representative Congress, son 
Harvard College, who there the most shameless and de- 
moralizing debauchery that could possibly prevail any 
district the land. Language cannot justice some the 
results this debauchery, which was open, shameless, con- 
fessed, has been denied nobody, and beyond refutation 
apology. Yet the last election this person was able 
bring his support, his fight for reélection, when 
decency was revolt, ex-governor the Common- 
wealth, three attorneys-general the Commonwealth, three 
congressmen, one United States Senator, Justice-elect the 
Supreme Court the United States, and finally letter from 
the President the United States, though not single one

refutation specific, detailed, and particular charges de- 
bauchery and corruption which were brought the platform 
every night against the man whom they were helping 
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reélect. Probably district the United States had 
force notabilities sent into it. And the striking thing 
about is, that they were all college men, from the President 
down. They were the college output operates public 
life, and each and every one them knew that the charges 
were true, and some them private admitted them 
true, but felt the pressure political necessity, the shameless 
incumbent being the son-in-law United States senator 
also distinguished Harvard alumnus, and frequently 
his alma mater. This was the one thing which university 
training and university influence ought have made im- 
possible. Yet was university men who were assembled 
maintain and perpetuate, they did maintain and perpetuate, 
situation which absolutely one criminal prostitution 
can found American public life. other words, the 
university influence and environment acted here just did 
the matter the scoundrels high finance. The bond was 
strong, for this criminaloid congressman was also rich 
man, and the social tie the university that made the Hyde 
lectures also made the university influences rally the sup- 
port the political corruptionist. 

For twenty years the favorite public man Yale University 
was the man who now among the degraded public men 
the nation, and who misrepresents New York the Senate 
the United States. But apparently Yale was better able 
“to know good man when saw than Harvard. The 
speeches this particular man were wont exploited 
the university among the finest type the Yale product 
public life. But just where does the discovery that was 
not only hypocrite, but thoroughly corrupt and degraded 
man, leave the gentlemen and the institution, who were proud 
put forth this particular man the finest product the 
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Yale theory education public service? they say they did 
not know and had supernatural means information, then 
they must abdicate with the distinguished company Cam- 
bridge all ability knowing good man when they see him 
having any better powers this direction than less educated 
people. The truth, however, far simpler. represented 
wealth. That was his open sesame. represented power and 
high finance (stolen from widows and orphans too), but the 
university had have its alliances with the powerful, and uni- 
versity investments must kept productive. How 
has the scholar politics become! There favorite story 
among Tammany men college man who came Tam- 
many, and, till they knew him, they respected his supposed 
scruples against the lower forms political procedure. When 
they knew him they felt differently, and one them, speaking 
this particular man, said, that fellow the limit. 
made new record for me.” And the present writer heard 
the man thus referred say, with cynical indifference the 
opinions the college bred, when was asked what they 
might think his choice means and alliances, don’t 
care d—— what they think. All need, cheered next 
commencement, when back, win.” And right 
was. And went back, and was introduced the victorious 
hero many hard-fought political battle, and cheered the 
echo the university. His name had been dragged through 
the mire, and was guilty political debaucheries without 
number, open and unconcealed, but his college honored him! 
Did the college know had success made right? Every one 
knows, who has thought about all and has observed uni- 
versity practice this regard recent years, that the 
university has simply either shut its eyes entirely the means 
which its eminent graduates have become rich has taken 
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their success the measure their moral status. And the 
university institution has been alliance with 
corruption exactly the same way has been alliance 
with corrupt finance. 


UNIVERSITIES AND PROFESSIONAL IDEALS. 


distinguished New York lawyer, the Hon. Edward 
Shepard, addressing the Illinois Bar Association 1907, 
gan his address saying 


American lawyers who are not already moralists, 
tue our office all ought be, must become moralists right 
soon the profession longer hold the powerful place Amer- 
ican public life which has traditionally belonged for century 
and half.... must frankly confess that the American lawyer 
has lost some his preference and prestige political the 
profession has remember that its ability practically influence 
the masses men their affairs politics and state, depends upon 
the measure popular belief its devotion the general welfare 
those very masses and upon the measure that 
lawyers are not, whether money retainer ingrained habit 
thought, dedicated the service narrow, special selfish in- 
terests.” 

Here you have restrained and careful statement, leader 
his profession, the status his profession the public 
mind from his point view. entirely optimistic. any 
one but man Mr. Shepard’s standing and power were 
speaking, would say that the American lawyer has well 
lost his position mentor the American masses, ex- 
cept when they are forced resort him power which 
they can meet the exactions some other member the same 
profession. exaggeration say that any assumption 
ethical interest lawyers the practice the profession, 
would any club the country produce convulsion 
derisive laughter. And even less subject the charge 


exaggeration say, that the vast mass the people outside 
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professional circles not regard the mass lawyers 
honest men the sense which clerk working for em- 
ployer has honest lose his job. Now not 
necessary affirm this the fact. The truth probably is, 
that honesty just certainly existent among lawyers 
among clergymen, doctors, business men, probably more, 
less. But that there has been distinct decline pro- 
fessional influence and standards Mr. Shepard has brought 
out, and many others have again and again stated the same 
thing. the decline professional ideals among clergymen, 
many things have been written which need not discussed 
here, also not the purpose discuss the decline 
professional ideals among lawyers. The mere fact the im- 
portant thing this discussion. And the distinguished 
barrister New York puts his hand quickly upon the cause, 
namely, when says that, popularly, legal powers are 
supposed for sale the highest bidder, and legal 
abilities can purchased for every kind rascality for which 
legal abilities are employed. Nor this now matter con- 
jecture. Even the lay mind can easily see the story the 
traction frauds New York City that they would have been 
impossible without the leadership and skillful manipulation 
the leading lawyers that city, names which figure among 
the foremost names the nation’s intellectual life. Now 
fair say that the legal profession among the most sensi- 
tive university opinion. therefore also true say that, 
these gentlemen who represent the highest development 
the legal profession had had the slightest intimation that their 
standing lawyers and gentlemen would have suffered 
the academic centers, reason their serving these 
scoundrels high finance (they are the constant factors the 
problem), and performing these acts which allied their brains 
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with the robberies, the trickeries, and the frauds, which these 
men committed, they would have hesitated render these 
services. But they knew perfectly well that they stood 
such danger. They were cognizant the fact that the uni. 
versity authorities were intimate relationship with the same 
men for whom they were providing the legal 
duping thousands innocent investors, and were thereby 
estopped from criticising them, the mere employees the 
financial interests whom the universities 
courting. one connected with professional life knows 
that few leaders make the standards for the whole pro 
fession, and that just soon was seen that the leaders 
the bar every city had placed their talents the command 
the predatory corporations and other corrupt interests, the 
ideals the profession began sink, and they have been 
sinking the legal profession for twenty years. Just the 
present moment the prosecution many these interests, 
made necessary the breakdown the colossal framework 
fraud which had become too topheavy sustain its weight, 
has brought into the foreground breed men who seem 
differently fibered. But this, for the moment, also the 
pathway public recognition and preferment, and before its 
real value the profession can estimated worth while 
wait. The outstanding fact, the matter now stands, is, 
that the country has had before the evidence that the profes- 
sion upon which has most rely for the making and main- 
taining its laws has been for the most part sold the 
highest bidder, and has furnished interests now known 
corrupt, vicious, and thoroughly dishonest its choicest 
intellects for the period the last twenty years. 

Now what was the relation the university all this? 
was the relation which the academic center, which the heart 
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professional life, sustains the ideals the profession. 
the profession had even the slightest degree supposed 
that accepting obfuscate the public and 
cheat the courts such performances characterized the 
handling the traction roads New York City would 
incur academic condemnation, there would have been pause 
instantly certainly the men highest the profession. 
But did the heart the professional life, did the mother 
professional ideals, send out her children any note whatever 
how she felt about these things? Has she sent out any 
note, now that she has seen her learning prostituted the 
service scoundrels? Nobody has heard such note. 


the contrary, these lawyers have been the men she has called 


back her halls indicate what successful lawyer like. 
other words, the custodian the professional ideal gave 
over her custody the same interest whom she had given 
her material interest, and thus she completed the circle her 
Having accepted the bounty the corrupt, she was 
bound condone the practices those who served them. 
Many young lawyers have told the present writer that this fact 
the purchasability the best legal talent for any use what- 
ever, was the most perplexing ethical question before them, 
and was constantly raising distressing questions personal 
honor and uprightness. 

Professional ideals are made the university, and are 
surely the product university opinion the education 
which makes the professional life itself. therefore fairly 
chargeable the want sound opinion the universities 
that the legal profession has steadily declined power and 
usefulness and prestige regards the higher forms Ameri- 
can life and social development.

The administration the courts 
the general attitude toward laws and law-making itself one 
the greatest social forces, and its contamination may 
the men who are interpret the laws, and who are make 
the public opinion which prevails respect its judgments 
the relation between the administration the law and the 
administration justice, lose their sense the social sig- 
nificance these things, the loss something almost too 
fearful contemplate; and this, fact, some 
actually happened.

criminal incarceration and conviction impossible. And thus 
the public has seen the legal profession its lowest, the high- 
est talent employed for the purpose enabling thieves 
high finance avoid the consequences their crimes; 
lesser men were unable employ such talent, which they 
could not afford, and therefore went jail. But partnership 
this regard the university cannot avoided.

UNIVERSITIES AND THE SOCIAL UPRISING. 


will afford interesting contrast, however, turn from 
attitudes and alliances the university the state 
mind which has prevailed the academic centers with refer- 
ence the general social advance represented the 
movement the social body toward larger and finer life. 
would interesting know what, any, meliorating 
movement the last twenty years has received the sponsor- 
ship any university, especially one that affected any 
any appreciable degree? The last twenty years 
have seen remarkable advances the conditions workmen, 
the operations charity and philanthropy. has seen 
great movements toward larger liberty and toward the greater 
restraint the strong their grasp upon exclusive privileges 
and, indeed, for twenty years the distinctive note modern 
society has been the greater equalization the opportunities 
and enjoyments life. other words, society has set itself 
abolish privilege, whatever name calls itself, and has set 
work resolutely break down every form injustice 
which can lay hands upon. This has become much the 
movement the best spirits the time that constitutes 
kind chivalry the period, and has enlisted more heart and 
soul and sacrifice than most people not part the movement 
can imagine. Out the universities themselves called 
choice group youth who bravely grappled with the terra 
incognita the other half the world, and undertook 
know and serve it. practically created new profession. 
injected kind poetry into modern life, and began 
career social discovery which not ended yet. began 
with attitude humility and self-abnegation which was 
itself kind romance, and simply gave itself the careful 


observation and study the masses mankind, with view 
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serving them and helping them. Now matter course 
many these social pioneers were university men and women, 
But the university did not teach them, nor did the 
versity encourage them until the thing had reached stage 
where the imagination was appealed to, and each university 
had have pet social settlement exploit one the 
evidences what our university does for the less favored,” 
etc. But from its beginnings and its earliest developments, 
this was human movement that began with passion, fire, and 


love. has grown until has thousand activities, 


stimulated thousand new forms itself, and has 
all its original bounds, and now operating ways which 
the original promoters could not possibly have anticipated. 
short has created the modern social uprising, the insistent 
demand for real democracy. this moment the most 
vital thing life among Americans. the idealism 
America reappearing forms social advance and social 
emergence. Now such movements the olden times were 
the outcome the university spirit and teaching. But syn- 
chronously with this movement what has the university 
institution been doing? has been standing for conservatism, 
falsely so-called, has been holding the hands the 
brigands society, has been accepting and growing the 
endowments public plunderers, and has made the university 
the bulwark the predatory interest. has excluded from 
its own halls almost every voice that spoke for the common 
interest. had its sacred desks the men who were the 
preachers for the most part under the pay the heads the 
special interests whom sought ally with its 
foundations. has had its chairs the representatives the 
theories which denied the rights the masses 
the interests the few against the many. made special 
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bids the millionaire, however crude vulgar, and left many 
its honest sons without the recognition help the 
academic friendship the battles for justice where justice was 
obviously their side. Indeed, the last twenty years has 
been the most effectual bar academic recognition stand 
for any popular interest, and the public and the university in- 
terest have practically become things ever against each other. 
other words, the battles democracy have gradually re- 
yealed, that, far the universities had reckoned 
with, they had reckoned the side the intrenched 
injustice and the moneyed brigandage the land. That this 
not violence statement may readily seen looking 
over the names which have figured the academic recognition 
the last twenty years, and those which have figured the 
discredited financial operations the same period far 
these have been laid open the public. The Hyde dinner 
which finally brought the rupture which let light the 
Equitable Insurance scandals had university presidents, men 
light and leading, present, giving the weight their 
academic presence what now known have been the 
wild orgy thief. course they did not know! But 
there stands the fact that the university dignitaries were pres- 
ent, and they did not apparently know good man bad 
one when they saw him. 

But even this could have been forgiven, the university had 
not gone farther, and ventured brand the men who looked 
for larger life enemies public order, anarchists,” and 
other undesirable persons. They undertook rebuke the men 
who cried out against the now acknowledged social injustice, 
and undertook throttle the social conscience just was 
beginning make itself felt the wider public relationships 
men. Was there more anarchistic assembly held the 
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last twenty years than the Hyde dinner with its luxury, its 
extravagance, and its wanton waste, while society was 
ing with injustice and pain and shame, and millions were 
hungry and travailing over the ills life? Every man who 
was that dinner should have known, the university heads 
especially, that underneath that luxury there was groaning 
mass human misery, that should have shocked and awak- 
ened them. But the university, the stock exchange, the rail- 
road clique, and the insurance gang looters were all one 
that assembly. The social conscience there was non- 
existent. wonder men held their breath! wonder 
shudder fear ran through the country thoughtful men 
began contemplate the effect these things upon the 
masses. And the uprising these masses was stimulated 
even more. But there stood our alma mater smiling beside 
the looter and the grafter, and bestowing her fairest awards 
upon the successful enemies the social whole. this seems 
overdrawn picture, let the reader just quietly the 
library, and look over the records the past fifteen twenty 
years, and see what has been happening, and see what the 
attitude the university has been the social uprising; and 
then let him wonder why the last place which the masses 
turn, “for the clarification their human sympathies the 
elevation their human preferences,” the university.

President Eliot, his address before the Connecticut State 
Teachers’ Association, 1902, More Money for the 
Public Schools because the Failures and Shortcomings 
American enumerated number these short- 
comings and the relation public education them. was 
interesting exhibit and the conclusions were for the most 
part fairly drawn, though allowances were not made for 
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tain complexities and forces which inhere the nature 
public education which not ought not affect education 
under private auspices and control. private institution, for 
example, may, and general does, prescribe the conditions 
and qualifications those who seek its benefits. The public 
schools cannot make such distinctions. Barring known physi- 
cal and moral defects which can justifiably brought the 
attention public tribunal, the public schools have abso- 
option whom they shall receive, and cannot 
behind the returns antecedents, environment, other 
conditions affecting character and habits. institu- 
tion, the other hand, can all these things; and, 
does not them, because neglect its own part, not 
because has not the powers for such control and inspection 
prior the admission any student. will interesting, 
therefore, take President Eliot’s arraignment the public 
schools and, with this distinction mind, raise the question 
just what difference exists, any, its effectiveness when 
applied the universities well the public schools. 
this connection, course, the privately controlled universities 
are chiefly mind. The great state universities are compara- 
tively recent origin as, with rare exceptions, like the 
University Michigan, not reckoned with the great 
privately controlled universities. Then, too, they, like the 
public schools, are subject the distinction above noted. 


President Eliot says 


“For more than two generations have been struggling with the 
barbarous vice drunkenness, but have not yet discovered suc- 
cessful method dealing with it. The public schools ought 
have made impossible that benevolence and devotion (in the form 
wrong temperance teaching the schools) should misdi- 
rected. The courts have failed deal wisely with habitual drunk- 
ards class, both the theory and the practice fines and short 
imprisonments applied drunkards being entirely futile.” 
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But what about the colleges? there more 
chapter the college than that which has with the 
drunken orgies classes annual dinners and other 
tions, the present writer, with fifteen years’ careful observation 
this particular phenomenon before him, does not know 
The very institution over which Dr. Eliot presides 
nished Boston many orgies this character, that 
number the leading hotels Boston will not now accept 
contracts have class suppers held their houses, because 
the drunkenness and the general smash-ups which have 
followed these affairs. Others require heavy indemnity bonds 
before the affairs come off, insure them against losses from 
such proceedings. But Harvard not sinner above all that 
dwell Jerusalem. recent Doctor Philosophy Yale 
states, that, recent class reunion middle-aged men 
New Haven, saw drunken graduates that university 
lying the gutters the college green. And this not 
the last century but within very few years! Examples 
might but these are enumerated, that this state- 
ment may not passed over glittering generality with 
nothing specific. safe say that when the results are 
carefully examined, proportion its per centum the 
population, the university men have contributed quite their 
share drunkards, and are much creators and disciples 
the “barbarian any others. The indictment against 
the public schools holds with tenfold greater force against the 
colleges, because the latter represents class much greater

And here again how the colleges compare with the public 
schools? The children play craps and other small gambling

and class life the students, finds full and perhaps 
fuller expression among the university population among 
any other; while the great stock gamblers the country, the 
men who the thing the large scale which affects the 
masses mankind, are, previously stated, many them, 
men actively allied college endowments and benefactions and 
administration. the case against the public schools bad 
one (and is), the case against the colleges vastly worse. 
Again President Eliot alludes the disappointment with 
reference universal suffrage, and holds that popular educa- 
tion here has not done what expected do. But here 
again, without leaving the boundaries his own city his 
own state, can see university men allied every form 
corruption and misuse public service that exists 
Commonwealth. can see the State Connecticut held 
the leash obsolete and utterly unjust form govern- 
ment the behest and the power trained Yale 
University, who are the dominant political machine that 
State. can among the graduates the universities 
the land and can find the conspicuous offenders against 
civic and social righteousness bearing degrees often honorary 
the highest institutions the land. The distinction be- 
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tween the university and the public schools cannot found, 
any exist, all the facts considered, the balance against 
the university, especially when consider that the 
voting, civic-indolent population almost always the 
reformers, that there more conscience the lower East 
Side than the avenues, and the Back Bay Boston rarely 
votes except great crisis, and then only because the money 
nerve drives it.

true and sound the public schools, and appears be, 
though President Eliot not just the masses this re- 
spect, most things, thousand times more condem- 
natory the men who have been through college. fact, 
the masses,” strictly speaking, are not the buyers the ten- 
cent magazines. The advertisements show -who make and 
support the ten-cent magazines. Here again, proportionately, 
the indictment holds equally against the college well the 
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public school. fact, when the conditions are taken into 
account, the balance again against the college. 

And last among the things which shall select this 
contrast the theater. President Eliot says: the public 
education had been mentally and morally adequate, surely the 
public theater would very much better than to-day.” 
Possibly the distinguished head Harvard has not attended 
the chorus-girl shows and the claptrap stuff with which the 
theatrical trust has flooded the American stage and made 
scandal. But let any show peculiarly bad come Boston 
New Haven any other university city, and will see the 
college crowd conspicuously lined the front rows. 
fact, the undergraduate support such things one the 
things which have led their exploiting extensively. 
curious ignorance the facts that fixes the public 
schools this matter the reprehensible influence. there 
peculiar spot where the college lawlessness, the college 
rowdyism, the college want breeding and taste, and the 
college lack manliness and fairness have come the sur- 
face with greater force than any other, connection with 
the degraded shows the modern theater. the 
colleges have not helped much this matter. 

Now all this there want recognition the forces 
the other side. The good men the universities, the noble 
graduates who labor for the public good, and the minority 
who come out the universities prepared make some 
sacrifice for the public good commensurate with the privileges 
which they have one them overlooked. 
But, viewed from the same angle from which President Eliot 
views the public schools, and the same spirit, the university- 
bred population have not justified their cost the country, 
and the universities social institutions have failed quite 
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much the public schools. fact, their failure has been 
greater because they have furnished the leaders the great 
predatory enterprises, they have furnished the stock gamblers 
and market manipulators, and they have not denied 
social pests academic recognition and fellowship. This fact 
one reason which has the Western States steadily caused the 
rising tide favor state universities. Democracy has seen 
higher education perverted the use exploiting class, 
and has seen the institutions which should the 
liberators become the allies those who have sought make 
private gain public necessity. was probably this fact 
which led President Hadley some years ago propose social 
ostracism punishment for these persons. But has Yale 
ostracised anybody except those who were actually caught 
with the goods on”? course not. Nor has any university 
which has had rely upon its alliance with the stock market 
and the clearing-house keep its funds productive. Even the 
literary product these institutions has, much it, been 
the same character, will shown some subsequent dis- 
cussion. The present outstanding fact is, that, related the 
struggle for social advance, the universities have, yore, 
been against the popular interest, and the privately controlled 
institution stood against the progress 
democratic ideals and their realization. And has done more. 
Many young men who came full high and sacrificial 
notions public service and devotion, has weaned away 
from these passionate strivings youth, and substantially 
bidden them first put money their purses and then strive 
lift the body politic. And this the church, the 
state, and the social fabric alike have been weakened and made 
more subject the social ills inherent our gigantic experi- 
ment universal suffrage and popular government.

Given man who rejects all ideas which Christians attach 
such words “God” and who believes that,

DESTRUCTIVENESS SECULARISM. 

Not only does the theory worldly life utterly fail 
accomplish the beneficent results which some prominent 
skeptics have dreamed; not only have these purely earthly 
considerations and speculations demonstrated their impotence

teachings would have the common, practical life man- 
kind when generally and thoroughly received.

that the pathos brief mortality more calculated move 
the sympathies human hearts than the teachings the 
Christian revelation respecting future life world, then, 
this case, one the tenderest periods human history 
should have been the period the French Revolution, when 
death was voted “eternal sleep.” Was human life then 
regarded with the deep, broad sympathy, when religion was 
publicly ridiculed, and the principles the most unblushing 
and reckless infidelity obtained national support? Was 
man’s life then regarded with universal feelings sanctity, 
when each morning furnished its new supply victims for 
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the guillotine, and the “red rain” human blood fell 
showers all over that fair and sunny land? Whatever this 
theory might world altogether differently constituted 
from the one which live, not ours judge; but 
when confronted the conditions and actualities which 
tinguish our’ present abode, breaks down manner the 
most absolute and complete. The story all 
ages and nations this point one cruelty, sadness, 
and woe. The records are crimsoned with human blood and 
atrocities, which make one shudder read. The Greeks 
and Romans and the nations antiquity traded human 
life was nothing more than much blood and bone, 
and its value was decided the price would bring the 
public mart. Thousands were cruelly murdered and slain, 
merely gratify emperor’s whim furnish amusement 
for Roman holiday.”

Man’s future becomes thing sadness 
and gloom; the true “center man’s gravity” 
longer the larger world beyond, but the physical and bodily 
gratifications which the present scene may possibly supply; 
around his life flung the creedless gloom,” and 
around his grave the darkness sad despair, with hope 
that the eastern sky will ever redden with the fair promise 
resurrection morn. The important matter human 
sponsibility fares better under teachings such are 
now reviewing. The solemn facts man’s moral freedom, 
and consequent accountability, are practically ignored, for 
distinctions between right and wrong are set aside, 
divested whatever force and authority they may now 
possess. higher law than mere human expediency 
recognized, and all the motives, actions, and authorities 
which men are moved and guided, are confined the 
narrow arena time, which, for while, they are found. 
this theory mere earthly life, which are told 
the utmost possibilities our existence are reached, the most 
cherished anticipations the race, embraced the noblest 
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our kind, and clung millions instances great 
sacrifice and under life’s most sorrowful and painful circum- 
stances, are struck down into the ruin and desolation un- 
ending night. Tell longer man’s dignity and glory, but 
point him out all coming time the only bungle 
creation and the very scandal the universe itself. This 
humanity and this squandering the

butcher’s shop. The royal bird, says, “had forgotten 
the plains heaven, the glories sun and sea, and sky and 
storm; its plumes draggled the ashes; and its eyes, once

wish draw true parallel between Natural Selec- 
tion and Artificial (or rational) Selection, must consider 
both wild and domestic creatures gaining opportunity for 
propagation adapting themselves the environment, the 
one class varying the best able perpetuate its 
kind the struggle for life among irrational creatures that 
are the environment, and the other class varying 
the most pleasing man, and through his care and protection 
gaining chance live and propagate.

The valleys Manoa and Nuuanu, the island Oahu, 
near Honolulu, though only about three miles apart, present 
greater difference vegetation than that found between 
Manoa and Kawailoa (in the district Waialua), which are 
twenty miles apart; but the divergence the species snails 
the genus Achatinella occupying these valleys varies ac- 
cording the number ridges which they are separated, 
and not according the conditions which they are exposed. 
The largest species the genus are found the adjoining 
valleys Manoa and Makiki clinging the trunks the 
ohia and kukui trees while their nearest kin Waialua are 
much smaller, are different forms and colors, and have 
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deserted the trunks the larger trees live the lobelia 
and other shrubs. 

Several species birds found North America have 
changed, are now the process changing, their relations 
the environment such way introduce themselves 
new forms selection. One the cliff swallow, which, 
instead plastering its nest against the roof cave 
hole cliff, attaches the overhanging eaves house. 
Another the chimney swift. know that before the 
coming Europeans these birds chose hollow trees the 
appropriate places for their nests, but now most the species 
have deserted the hollow trees, and established themselves 
the chimneys. 

The influence habits determining new relations the 
environment well illustrated colony cats Tarpon 
Island, near the mouth the Mississippi River. One the 
most decided instincts the ordinary cat avoid im- 
mersion water any other liquid. dislikes wet 
even his feet; but there may arise conditions under which 
will use his paws drawing food out the water. More 
than one has learned help himself cream placed 
open jar, thrusting his paw into the liquid and then licking 
off what adheres. Some have learned skim pans milk 
similar way, and others have become adepts fishing 
for gold fish kept glass globes. These undoubted examples 
the partial overcoming their natural aversion make 
easier believe the account given the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat concerning the Tarpon Island cats. Their separa- 
tion from other families cats has allowed their establish- 
ing their habits feeding entirely new lines tradition, 
for they all wade freely the shallow waters the beach 
hunting for small fish, and three four the bolder ones 
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swim off oyster boats lying anchor near by. This 
example innovation becoming permanent 
and, Captain Bosco, who owns these cats, says many 
years since they began into the water, have reason 
believe that coincident form Endonomic Selection has 
begun produce breed whose innate instincts are better 
adapted this mode life than were those the original 
stock. 

Returning Sexual Selection, find that one 
several forms selection arising from the relations which 
the members the same species stand each other and 
which may, therefore, classed forms Reflexive Selec- 
tion. Sexual Selection secures between the sexual instincts 
one sex and the instincts and characters the other sex 
such harmony necessary for the sexual propagation 
the group. Social Selection maintains such social instincts 
and related characters are necessary for the prosperity 
the group. Social habits great measure determine the 
food and clothing community, and thus deeply affect the 
conditions survival. The degree exposure which the 
young are habitually subjected also largely determined 
social custom, and the innate endowments those that 
survive. many beasts and birds recognition marks are 
great importance; and the disadvantage coming 
deficient these characters results Social Selection. 

third form Reflexive Selection what have called 
Filio-parental Selection, which maintains codrdination 
tween the powers and characters parents, and the size, 
number, form, and instincts the young. How the power 
giving suck and the corresponding instinct for sucking 
were first developed may impossible tell; but 
evident that, having once been established the method 
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sustentation for the young mammals, any mother lacking 
the power giving suck, and any young lacking the instinct 
for sucking, would all probability fail leaving descent. 
The death birth children with excessively large heads, 
also the failure mother with contracted pelvis pro- 
duce living children, are examples filio-parental selection. 

There are several other forms Reflexive Selection, but 
the only one that can take time consider 
Selection. Institutional Selection due the suppression 
human reproduction certain cases, and the favoring 
other cases, means ecclesiastical, military, commercial, 
sanitary, and penal institutions. great interest the 
student social problems, for shows how even the in- 
herited powers the civilized races mankind are being 
constantly molded their institutions, and the forms 
social organization that prevail. 

all divergent evolution racial characters, segregate 
generation (that is, the generation like with like) has been 
fundamental condition. also present fundamental 
condition the very structure the organic world; for with- 
out Segregate Generation, races, species, genera, and the 
higher groups could not continue exist: even they were 
independently created. 

every case where sexually propagating species becomes 
divided into several distinct races, find isolation (i.e. the 
prevention free crossing) between the races, with inter- 
generation within each race, and each race showing separate 
powers variation and heredity. This initial segregation 
having once been established, intensive segregation sure 
introduced and carried forward from generation genera- 
tion, even when the conditions lying outside each group are 
the same; for the isolated groups will time adopt different

methods using the environment, and subject 
will also arise bringing intensified segregation and 
increasing divergence the characters each group, 

will now briefly consider the evolution acquired 
characters; and, for the sake brevity, will the same 
time refer some the ways acquired 
characters, with their organized habitudes and customs, be- 
come controlling factors the racial evolution the same 
groups. But, that there may misapprehension, wish 
have carefully noted that the influence acquired 
characters which here considering entirely independ- 
ent any direct modification inheritance the young 
through acquired characters gained the continued practice 
the parents. Whether there any such direct influence 
has long been discussed, and the prevailing opinion that 
has been but, whatever the truth that point may 
be, the influence acquired characters, through their control 
the forms selection, must recognized com- 
manding importance many the higher animals and 
especially man.

Acquired characters partially setting aside form selec- 
tion arising from changes that would otherwise limit the 
range the species, may give time for many generations 
arise with successive variations that their turn more 
less fully meet the new conditions, and thus lead new 
form Natural Selection, and the establishing new race. 

illustration let consider the case the Eskimo 
race the regions. could follow their ancestry 
back remote ages, there every reason believe that

ing, fire. may matter debate whether they

Let now consider cases which Natural Selection 
regard certain endowments has been entirely set aside 
acquired characters; and other cases which new forms 
selection have, the same time, been introduced. From the 
time the earliest mammals till very recent times every 
mammalian mother that failed give milk her young 
failed raising her young, and the propagation stock 
seriously deficient this respect was prevented 
parental Selection. Amongst human mothers there are, 
ever, few who are deficient the power giving suck, 
and, civilized races, the provision for the young such 
mothers complete that they are placed disadvantage, 
There is, therefore, reason believe that the power 
mothers give suck being gradually diminished the 
setting aside this long-established form Filio-parental 
Selection. may even begin wonder whether this not 
the first step toward the production variety the human 
species which this power will comparatively obsolete. 

Another example similar kind the deterioration 
the power sight the more civilized races man. 
lieve fully recognized that the proportion individuals 
with defective sight much greater civilized than 
savage races. 

there any reason doubt that the difference due 
the fact, that, for many generations, savages with deficient 
sight have had less opportunity for leaving descendants, than 
have individuals with the same deficiency belonging 
civilized races? 

Degeneration important powers also occurred 
many animals that have become parasitic, have learned 
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shift the responsibility raising their young onto other 
species. The old-world cuckoo has entirely lost the instincts 
that would lead build its own nests and hatch its own 
eggs. the eastern part the United States America the 
cuckoo and the yellow-billed cuckoo have started 
course that will probably lead the extinction both 
species, unless they succeed finding some alien species 
which the labor raising their young may imposed. There 
are now shirking individuals who lay their eggs the nests 
other birds, either their own species the allied 
species, and thus the instinct for faithful service being 
lowered from generation generation. 

When public attention has been turned the danger 
degeneration that threatens mankind through the setting aside 
certain forms long-established selection, the remedy will 
not found restoring the conditions savage life, 
which the deaf and the blind are eliminated starvation; 
but rather establishing new forms institutional and pru- 
dential selection.

THE POVERTY AND VICE LONDON, 


THE eccentric Murray once forcibly remarked 
that “if the good people were removed out any great city 
would leave hell; whereas, were the bad removed 
and the good left, the result would heaven.” All large 
cities afford the conditions which most severely test human 
character and develop the extremes both evil and good, 
London, being the largest city the world, and especially 
the Christian world, illustrates this truth extreme degree, 

The slums London are not any means confined the 
East End. One has but little way from any the 
fashionable streets find congested population living the 
very border despair. The extent poverty London 
yond comprehension; and does not grow less times 
business prosperity. While the last five years have seen 
precedented boom British export trade, they have also 
witnessed unprecedented growth pauperism London, 
According the returns just issued the Local 
ment Board, appears that there were 3,000 more paupers 
the end 1907 than there were one year before, while 
46,000 more had been receipt relief the beginning 
this winter than had demanded help one year ago. The total 
number receiving temporary help the opening this winter 
was 800,101. The total amount expended the City for the 
relief the poor during the last half year, aside from that 
furnished private charity, amounted $3,825,000. 

According statistics carefully gathered, two-thirds this 
poverty directly traceable the use alcoholic beverages, 
which nearly every grocer sells freely sealed 
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large number the sub-post-offices are located such 
groceries. Saloons (or public houses they are called 
England) abound every part the city, and are patron- 
ized men, women, and children. According dis- 
course preached one the most fashionable and largely 
attended churches the established order, had been 
ascertained that two public houses near were visited 
men, women, and children numbering 1,900,of whom 600 
children. Nothing London oppresses American 
more sadly than see the numbers poor women who open- 
patronize the saloons. Upon the opening the bars 
the morning, dozens women may seen waiting 
served; and almost any time day women with children 
arms may seen going and out these demoralizing 
centers influence. 

the same time should said that every form 
activity tending promote temperance operation the 
City and throughout the Kingdom, and supported the 
adherents all religious denominations. consequence 
this work generally believed that there has been great 
improvement among the middle classes. But such legal 
methods for restricting the sale alcoholic beverages are 
effectually used the United States are practically unknown 
England. The public houses the Kingdom are regarded 
having vested right the profits derived 
licensed privilege sell, that thought that the 
privilege were taken away, the proprietors could claim from 
the State indemnity for their loss. Moreover, drinks are 
generally served the public houses barmaids—a custom 
which pretty generally supposed demoralizing its 
tendency. But every effort change this custom met 
great outcry against the hardship depriving 100,000 
barmaids the only means subsistence which they have 
been trained earn their livelihood. 

The extent which the liquor traffic imbedded the 
financial interests the country was strikingly exemplified 
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the effect the Ministerial bill just presented for the 
ther regulation and diminution public houses. The bill 
proposes reduce the number licensed houses 30,000 
fourteen years. the day following the introduction 
this bill, the market value stocks secured the liquor 
traffic shrank and well nigh produced 
cial panic. 

bill now before Parliament grant “local option” 
wards and municipalities the matter licensing 
But the English Government much more centralized than 
our own, that will probably some time before public 
sentiment will educated the point passing such 
measure. The doctrine States’ rights America and the 
traditional authority the New England 
have familiarized the citizens the United States with the 
principle local option general, that its application 
restraint the use strong drink does not seem strange, 
England, moreover, the principle seems, yet, subversive 
good order and hazardous the rights the individual 
who chances unpopular his own community.

But the Salvation Army means the chief instru- 
mentality work for the relief poverty and the prevention 
vice London. There are settlements without number 
where cultivated men and women are living close contact 
with the unfortunate classes and exemplifying their lives 
and all their efforts the Christian spirit the most effective 
manner. have heard much Toynbee Hall that many 
have been led suppose that that was the chief, not the 
only, work its sort. But the Oxford Settlement Bethnal 
Green far larger. that section the city thirty Oxford 
students are continual residence, maintaining seven 
different centers work for the poorer classes, the most 
effective kind; while the same district equal number 
centers influence among women are kept operation 
their devoted sisters the Church England. 

connection, also, with missions the most influential 
churches the established order, there organization 
the Church Army, which the curates out with others 
into the highways and the hedges draw the wayward within 
the circle good and helpful influences. Almost every 
Dissenting church also has its mission schools and its dea- 
conesses and lay helpers who are making inroads upon the 
evil. One flourishing Quaker meeting composed 
almost entirely members who have been brought 
through the efforts one their missions. The Bedford 
Institute, established fifty years ago for the advancement 
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the poor the Spitalfields neighborhood wealth 
Quaker early associated with Elizabeth Fry,

Then there are 
model self-supporting lodging-houses, where, for few cents 
sober men the thousand can get lodging, bath, and 
cook breakfast.

The municipality also has gone 
farther than some feel wise providing model apartment.

And yet, said the beginning, the hopeless poor 
London increase both actually and relatively. The problem 
certainly one which fearful contemplate, and one 
does not wonder find Socialism prevailing increasing 
extent among those who are most actively engaged 
humanitarian efforts. The good deaconesses who are day 
day visiting the abodes wretchedness 
cry out their anguish, Why cannot something done 
equalize the conditions people this great city?’ Why 
should many children compelled school the 
winter months shoeless and without breakfast? company 
300 unemployed from one section the city call upon 
their compatriot John Burns, now the Cabinet, and ask, 
“Why that 5,000 men our section the city are, 
these prosperous times, out employment 


the existence the great army the unemployed 
which gives strength the powerful movement favor 
protective tariff which now going on. protecting vari- 
ous industries hoped stimulate certain lines busi- 
ness, and increase the demand for home labor.

But, properly enough, the wiser ones hesitate the adoption 
measures which will weaken parental responsibility for the 
support children, and remove the main incentive for 
economy and thrift middle life, and tend break down the 
respect for private property which has been the mainspring 
modern industrial progress. Whether ’tis wise fly from 
the “ills have,” “to others,” which may far more 
serious, that know not of,” question which cannot 
answered upon the spur the moment. doubtless best 
that movement this direction should slow and tentative.

After having lost $700.000 the venture, their boats are 
now offered for sale. They thereby save loss $40,000 
per year running expenses, besides that from the further 
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deterioration their property. Likewise the business 
lation the City Council straightening old streets anq 
opening new has not been justified the results. 
spaces which have been cleared old buildings are not 
greedily bought capitalists was expected. The 
tramways one large city, least, have been made appear 
profitable for few years simply manipulating the accounts 
conceal the deterioration the plant. The munici- 
pality, with its changing officials, cannot secure the high grade 
service obtained private parties interested their own 
property.

AND CONFESSIONS. 


“There have been number confessions faith the history 
the world, and they have all risen from much the same causes. 
There was, course, creed, any definite sense the word, 
the early Christian Church. Indeed, not till much later age, 
the age and Tertullian (175 200) that meet with 
any definite summaries belief.

selves, each the several articles being contributed single 
Apostle. But though the Creed itself may have been existence 
from the end the fourth century, there historical evidence 
its reception until about the middle the eighth century, notable 
characteristic being the doctrines the descent Christ into hell, 
and the communion saints. the case the Athanasian Creed, 
have very wilful perversion history the title. Matthew 
Arnold said that the Creed was due the Church being for the 
nonce bad temper. matter fact, was the response 
the Christian consciousness the age immediately following that

And pass over series efforts the Reformed 
churches from the middle the sixteenth century onward, arrive 
last the two definite confessions, the Thirty-nine Articles and 
the Westminster Confession. The Thirty-nine Articles were orig- 
inally ten 1536, then forty-two 1552, and finally thirty-nine be- 
tween 1562 and 1571. Westminster document was the result 
the great Puritan agitation the seventeenth century, and obtained 
its position authority 1690, when Presbyterianism was finally 
established Scotland. 


“THE NEW THEOLOGY. 


“Between the last-mentioned date and the manifesto which was 
published the other day know hardly any document professing 
the same unique importance. has been already hinted, 
the Nonconformist body somewhat peculiar position refer- 
ence the promulgation definite creeds. Primarily arising from 
certain spirit Antinomianism, all events dislike accu- 
rately-defined dogmas, the Congregational churches. the present 
day find themselves menaced movement which, their opinion, 
threatens their position and authority.

‘The Kingdom Heaven’ which Christ spoke was 
not, Mr. Campbell’s opinion, something transcendental, and re. 
moved from the conditions ordinary time and space, but new 
social order, which both Christ and His Apostles believed cap- 
able formation within limited period upon the earth.

The Divinity the Second Member the Trinity far 
more explicitly stated the Nicene Creed than the latest 
Confession Faith, while the doctrine Atonement, Messiah- 
ship, the authority the Bible, Immortality, are left 
somewhat vague and chaotic condition.
